bander, who diſmiſt us with a great deal of Courtefie ; telling us, that he had ſent to the Pilot 
of the Ship, on which we were to proceed, our late Nocquedahs Certificate for Mr. John, Tyler, 
the King of Syam's Agent in Bengala, to produce on any occaſion of the Moors being diſſatisfied 
at the Quedabuxes ſtay at Mergen, and defired, that we alſo would acquaint whoever enquired 
into it, that it was the Nocquedahs own choice, ſince he had been offered a ſpeedy diſpatch, if he 
would have proceeded. 

As we were putting off the ſhore in the Boat, the Shabander Mr. White ſends order to ſtop 
her, and calls me tohim, who (whenl came to him) told me, that for ſome Reaſons he had, he 
thought ir not convenient, that I ſhould go on that Ship to Bengala 3 At which when he ſaw me 
much ſurprized, and diſturbed, he preſently told me, he inonded nocking to my judice, but 
—_ mind to do ny may I of; ſaying, that he would ive me a 

Employment in the King of Syams ſervice, whi — alledging The 
Cnſuitablenels of it — Inclinations, having never in my life ſerv'd any Heathen Prince ; 
nextly, The inconvenience of ſuch an t of my ſelf, which g—_— me the 
priviledge of returning home, when I d havea mind xo it : Jaſtly, e unhandſome- 
neſs of taking that, or any other — I had firſt appeared before my late Maſters, 
and given them an account of the loſs of their Ship, beſides the diffatisfation it would be ro my 
Friends, to have me abſent, after ſuch a croſs Adventure as I had lately met with : He then told 
me, that if I would ſerve him, he would order matters ſo to my advantage, that I ſhould have 
no occaſion to m_ my ſtay on ſhore, this Monſoon. That he would give me fifteen Tales per 
Month, to affiſt him in his particular affairs, and that in the Month of 4 aff next, he would 
put me in Maſter, and Supra Cargoe of a Ship of his own, which he was ret ved to ſend to the 
Hay, which would be abundantly more to my Benefit, than to go now a Paſſenger, when I muſt 
—_ lye a whole Monſoon at home out 0 ry oth 
- " This fair offer prevailed with me to ſtay with him on ſhore until Auguſt next, he further add- 


ing, that for the ten Tales worth of proviſions, which Captain _ his men had imbezelled 
of tine, he would ſee me paid ; and as for what in lieu of it, he had already ordered into the 
Boat, the Purveyor ſhould take it back again. So Mounſieur Carroon ſtaying all this while in the 
Boat, I had only time, whilſt my Cheſts, &c, were fetching — to write a few Lines 
to Mr. Ralph Harwarr, ſignifying the loſs of the Ship Hopewell, the occaſion of my ſtay 
here. 
On Tueſday the 16th. Inſtant, Mr. Samwel White the Shabander, commuted to ny care all his 
Books aud Papers of Accompts, which then ſtanding in a { confuſed poſture, he deſired me 
to peruſe and digeſt them into the beſt and cleareſt method I could ; ſaying, that he would procure 
a Writer under me, for VIE them fair over after me, in a better hand then he perceived 
I could write; and firſt to begin with the Kings Accompts, which referr'd to his oblique diſ-burſt- 
ments out of the Treaſury, from January, 158*, for that he was ordered from Court, to remit 
them upto the Privy Council in July next, and therefore would have them made up to the firſt 
day of that Month, to which I gave my promile to apply my ſelf with all poſſible diligence. -

tain Coates, to proceed according to his former Inſtructions, promiſing to ſtand between him and all 
danger, and reflecting highly upon the fickleneſs, and irreſolution of the Syam Courtiers. .  *

Whilſt theſe things were thus carried at the Coaſt, Mr. White himſelf had an opportunity put 
into his hands, to break with the 246ors, which he was reſolved not to loſe, not knowing how 
Coats might ſucceed in hix deſigns; and 'twas thus : Cropley returning in the Dorothy from Coats, 
finds at Anchor under ha Ferro, a Ship belonging to the Nhabob Mahomet Aminkbon, Laden 
with. Metchlepatam Goods, and waiting. for fair Weather to put into Adergen, whither ſhe was 
bound; he coming in before her, tells the Shabander 5; who immediately ſends Croply out again, 
with orders to rag ſeize, and bring her into Port as a Prize : He follow'd his orders; Mr. 
White gives notice of what he had done to the Lord Phaulkgn, he conienng it (according to Mr. 

es plaulible repreſentation of the matter): as an omen of future good Jucceſs, commends the 
Act, and Ho be with the King to approve it : Now no longer peace with Golcondah, another

His Ship, without ever preadviſling up to 
Court, was ſent with her Cargoe to Atrcheen ; Mr. White at one and the ſame time ſeizing all, and 

et promiſing to interceed for the reſtitution of both Ship and Cargoe to him ; however he and 
bis Son (being by Mr. White detain'd behind, as pledges for the Ships return ; for Mr. White was 
fearful, leaſt the men he had ſent upon her ſhould be either over-power'd, or over perſwaded to 
let her eſcape at Archeen) did at length, with much importunity, obtain liberty to go in Perſon 
to Court, being full of hopes, that the Lord Phautkon would be ſo juſt, as to take the Caſe into 
conſideration, and move the King in his favour.

The 9th of this Month alſo Arrived the Agent from Bengala, Mr. John Thredder Cape Mer- 
chant, her Cargoe conſiſting of Butter, Oyl, Salt, Dammer, Cloth and Raw Silk, in Partner- 
ſhip, between Mr. John Tyler, Mr. Fitz. Needbam and himſelf ; a part of her and the Cargoe, 
was by them offered ro Sale to the Lord Phaulkon and Mr. White, which latter did at firſt acce 
of an eighth at the Price propoſed, but in a few days, on ſecond thoughts, recanting ; he alſo 
wrote up to Syam, difſwading the former from being concern'd ; however he took off all the 
Butter, Oyl, Salt and Dammer, which were on good Demand, at a very low Price, not permit- 
ing him to ſell it to any of the Merchants, who would have given a far greater rate, and left him 
at liberty to proceed for Syam with his Raw Silk and Cloth, fairly promiſing that (in conſidera- 
tion of the hard meaſure Mr. Thredder complained of, in not being permitted to ſell his Butter, 
&c. to the beſt advantage ) he would in abſence furniſh the Skipper, John Bunt, with Carpenters 
Timber Plank, or wharloever elſe he ſhould want for the fitting his Ship. 

About the middle of this Month we went up to Tenaſſery, where the Delights Cargoe was ex- 
amined and repackt, and to it was added a quantity of Merchlepatam Goods, to the amount of 
fourty Cattees, being a parcel of Mabomer Aminkhons Cargoe, which Mr. White found a knack 
to make clear gains to himſelf, in diſpoſing at the fame time another quantity of the ſaid Cargoe 
ro the amount (as he forc'd the Merchant to take them off”) of rwo hundred Cattees, which very 
parcel of the ſaid Cargoe he had newly received expreſs order trom Syam to remit to.Clong : 
Nay there thoſe being much wanted, and on great demands there ; bur becauſe by t 
means he would have loſt the opportunity of a ſnack out of them, he thinks beſt to pretend the 
Kings ſtock of Caſh then in his hands to. be low, and the Garriſon and Port charges being to be 
defray'd before the cloſe of his Books, he adventured the breach of order, and expoſed them to 
Sale as aforeſaid. 

Captain Coates took his —_——_— for Syam the 22th of this Month, and the day before 
his departure, perceiving him to be very melancholly, I askt him what made him ſo, where- 
upon taking me into a private Room, he produc'd a Paper, which he bad me read ; and I found 
ic to be Mr. Whites forementioned order to him, encouraging him (notwithſtanding the Kings pro- 
hibition) ro make War upon Golcondah, by doing what milchief he could at Aetchleparam, or 
any Ships belonging to that Port, or any part of that Kings Dominions, and aſſuring him, that 
he would not only bear him out, but make it redound to his great advantage and honour at the 
Court of Syam. When [ had read it Captain Coats asked me, whether Mr. Whites demeanour 
to him, fince his Arrival at Mergen, had correſponded with thoſe ſplendid Promiſes he had made 
him in that Paper, and whether 'twas reaſonable that he ſhould be turn'd over to Syam, to give 
a! account of his proceedings at the Coaſt ; when Mr, White was the only perſon that put him 
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upon Action, and for whoſe fake alone he had thus embroil'd himſelf ? 'To which I reply'd, my 
opinion was, that the exhauſting ſo much of the Kings ſtock by his twelve months ſtay at the 
Coaſt, without any advantage, was the main reaſon that made Mr. White loth to paſs his Ac- 
counts z but that however, Mr. I//+re being very {enſible that thoſe orders may at any time be 
produc'd againſt him, there was no queſtion but he would uſe his utmoſt endeavours to obviate 
all che blame that the Lord Pha#/ty2 could transfer upon Captain Coats, except in the caſe of his 
{urrender of Jobn d' Afarcoraes Treature, and the King of Golcondahs Ship, and buying of the 
Danesburg without order ; to all which Captain Coats replyed, he could readily anſwer and ju- 
itifie, and that nothing troubled him, but that his firſt commencement of the breach at the Coaſt, 
veing point blank contrary to the King of Syams expreſs pleaſure, he ſhould now appear to pre- 
fer the private Revenge and Intereſt of his Friend, before his Duty to his great Maſter, and that 
he faw no _—_ fave himſelf, bur by letting the King underſtand the truth of the matter, which 
could not but be of hazardous conſequence to Mr. Whue, Coats being only at firſt Commiſſionated 
to follow ſuch Inſtructions from time to tune, as he ſhould receive from the Shabander, which 
Commiſſion alſo he.now ſhew'd me, together with the revocation, and ſtrict prohibition to mo- 
leſt or diſturb, or uſe any hoſtile action towards any of the Subjefts of the King of Golcondah, 
bur to return with all poſſible ſpeed through the ſtreights of Malacca to Syam, with all the 
Engliſ» men he could poſſibly procure, and bring Dox Joſeph in his Company, the King reſolving 
to War upon Ca-bodia ; to which I had little to lay, only adviſed Mr. Coats to be of good Cou- 
rage, and yet very cautious how he prejudiced his old and experienced Friend, telling him, 1 
doubred not, bur on his Arrival at Syam, his own ingenuity would ſuggeſt to him the moſt ſuit- 
able and fafe methods of proceeding. 

This month allo arrived Don Joſeph d' Heredia, ina new ſhip of his own, called the Sana 
Roſa, Burthen about four hundred Tons, from the Coaſt ; with a parcel of French and Portu- 
gueze Souldiers, whom he had encouraged to come over into the King of Syams ſervice, and 
forty five Priſoners taken by Coats and him out of the Paddy Boats, &c. which they plunder'd 
or deſtroyed on the Coaſt. Many dayes had not paſt before Mr. White and the Dor fell at vari- 
ance ; though the latter managed marters ſo ſubtilly, by a ſeeming condeſcenſion, that it broke 
net into open flame, he yielding to ſurrender his Account at Syam, which the Shabander refuſed 
ro accept,. or examine here, which yet-the Ds thought but reaſonable he ſhould have done. The 
Caſe was thus : | 

Captain Coars's Veſſel, with which he went from Aczgen the laſt year, being too ſmall to carry 
all the effetts, aſſign'd by the King for his Coaſt Expedition z Don Joſeph makes voluntary offer 
of his old Ship to ſerve the King on that occaſion, and carry the remaining part of the Goods 
after Coats ro Madraſs ; Mr. White accepts the motion, and Lades on him in March, 1684, the 
remaining quantity of Copper, Tynn, and Tutenage, with a parcel of Elephants, and dil- 

him for that Port 5 he meeting with contrary Winds, puts in to Adetchlepatam, and the 

moſt of his Elephants being dead by the way, the reſt he ob there, of which (after a great 
charge in keeping them) only two were fold ; the others alſo dying before he could meet with a 
Market for them, Ally Beague, by a Wile, gets into his clutches Goods, to the amount of three 
thouſand Pagodoes, and detains them as the King of Syams ; Mr. Freeman, with ſome difficulty, 
recovers from the Don to the amount of two thouſand two hundred eighty nine Pagodves for Mr. 
Lucas, on account of Captain Coats, who had allo ſhipt Goods on him for his own account : 
The Dons old Ship proves unſerviceable, he remoyes her to Madapoliam, and ſets a new one 
upon the Stocks, deſigning her (as Leſsly reported) for the Perfia Trade, in Mr. Freemans em- 
_ : Coats in the mean time Arrives there, puts him by that deſign, and draws him into the 
intriegue, to joyn with him in the projected diſturbance, himlelf had reſolved, purſuant to 
Mr. Whires aforefaid orders, to break out into.” The Government jealous of their deſigns, at- 
rempred ro interrupt their Building of their Veſſels. "The Don entertains ſeveral Souldiers as 
the King of Syams ſervants; they then both ſtand upon their Guards, and with much difficulty 
at wax þ get their Veſſels into the Water, only Captain Coats, in a bravado, burnt his old 
Veſſel upon the Stocks, having then thrown away (as per his account) thirty Catrees in the re- 
building her ; the Factory for ſhewing them no other then ordinary Civility is embroiled and 
hazarded ; the Companies Intereſt ſuffers ; and ar length Don Joſeph, having by the great ex- 
pence of maintaining ſo many Souldiers and Laſcars, and the ſupplies he had afforded Captain 
Coats, with what Ally Beague detained from him, drain'd his Purſe of all the Kings Caſh, and 
was the proceed of what he carried with him ; highly oppoſed Captain Coars in the ſurrender of 
the King of Golcondahs Ship to Mr. Freeman, expecting by detaining her, to bring Ally Beague 
to 4 complyance and redelivery of what he had ſequeſtred from him : Bur in the end, Coats 
over-ruling him, the Ship is delivered back ; Coars leaves the Coaſt, and not long after, Don 
Joſeph leaves Merchlepatam Road, being threatned by a Dutch man that Rode there, goes down 
to Corrango to water, and there meers with oppoſition ; thence he tails to Yizagaparam, there 
ets ſome rectuit, and {o comes to Mergen, where Mr. White not willing ro paſs fuch Account as 
Fe thought would not prove ſatisfactory at Court ; and having an Eye upon. the Dons Ship, if 
a ro hook her to himſelf, referr'd him thither : The Yo at firſt refuſed jt, alleadging that 
ing employed by the Shabander, he was to give his accounts to the Shabander, and to no per- 
ſon I: but at length, upon Mr. Whites ws, promiſes of appearing it his behalf ro the Lord 


Phaulkon, ſo effectually, that the Don might be aſſured of not only a currant acceptance of his 
Account, 
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Account, but great and Honourable Rewatds for the good ſervice he had done his Majeſty, and 
an advantagious Employment for his new Ship the next year ; he not only conſented, but chear- 
fully reſolved to make his perſonal appearance at Court. Thus on the 29th of the Month, away 
marches the Don, big with expectation of no {mall matters. 

Here alſo before our rerurn to Mergen, the Shabander ordered the bringing into him of all 
the Rents, Penalties, &c. which had been by the under Officers of the Clong, Collette this 
Year; ſo that his ſtock was once more conſiderably recruited to the amount of 506 Cattees, and 
leaving Mr. Heath ro proceed the next day with the Delights Cargoe, the Metchlepatam Goods, 
and twelve Pattararaes of Ophium conſign'd to Mr. White, from Dr. Ralph Harwar : We this 
Evening left Tenaſſery to return to Mergen. 


Now it may be worth while- to Note what is meant by Penalties, and the 
Methods of Impojing them. 


HE Shabander is never without his Emiflaries and Spies, brib'd for that end, in every Fa- 
mily of Note in the Province ; and when any of them that are worth the fleecing, have 
committed any little pilfering tricks in their reſpeftive Employments, upon notice given to hit, 
he preſently aggravates the Crime to the Lord Phanlkor, who leaves it ro the Shabander, to try 
and puniſh the faulr at his own diſcretion, which in ſuch Caſes ſeldom fails of A 
total Confiſcation of the Delinquents Eftate, and ſomerimes they are told into the 
it is a great favour in him, that belides, or contrary to the Kings Order, he forbears the ranſack- 
ing of all the Parties Relations, though branchr our into ſeveral diſtin&t Families ; that is to ſay, 
Fathers, Mothers, Brothers, Siſters, Uncles, Aunts, &c. and by this courſe he ſtrikes ſo great 
an awe into them, that none of them have the courage to enquire into any thing that he does, or 
preſume to make their Complaints to Court, being fearful that his Intereſt there would cruſt 
them to pieces, Stock and Eranch.

The height of buſineſs being now over, Mr. White dedicated this Month to his divefriſement 
and recreation, and beg:m with a deſign ro ſound round all the Iſlands near this Port, and taks 
notice of all the Channels leading to ir, for which end he took nie with him in the Sloop Robin, 
being attended by the {mall Sloop called the Mary, both which Captain Coats had built at Mada- 
pollam;, but when wecame out to the Weſtward of the Iſlands, we ſoon found the Year was too 
far ſpent for ſuch an undertaking. The Weather not p—_ our ſtay abroad, he then re- 
ſolved to ſtand in again amongſt che Iſlands, and take the pleaſure of Fiſhing, diſpatching a Pin- 
nace to Mergen to ferch down the Fiſhermen and their Nets : When five or fix dayes had 
with this pleaſant divertiſement, an unlookt for and unwelcome ſummons for Mr. White,” 1m- 
mediately to repair to the Court at Zevo, dampr all our Jollity ; now was it become but 
manners to conform our ſelves to his more referved and melancholly deportment, and Regus ad 
Exemplum, nothing but filence among us. To Mergen we return, where he begins to frame an 
Apology for his non-complyance with the Summons, alleadging not only his indifpoſition and 
want of Health, but the prejudice that would accrue to his Majeities Aﬀairs, if he was forc'd b 
ſo ſtidden a removal to leave them in that unſerled poſture they yet were in ; but two days at- 
terwards, before he had difpatcht that Letter, comes another Purſuivant to call him up, and in 
two days more a third, with an Exprels, to haſten him up by night or day. Upon which, a 
Letter is diſpatcht to my Lord Phanlkon, of a quite different Tenor, to what was at firſt prepa- 
red, ſignifying his willingnels to come up tro Court to: take new meaſures for the buſineſs of the 
enſuing Year, which the preſent ſtate of Aﬀairs rendred neceſſary ; and nothing but his late being 
abroad to ſurvey the Frontiers had kept him fo long from moving his Honour for liberty to come 
and kiſs his Hand ; now all preparation is made for our Journey, the Souldiers and Seamen all 
paid off, and (which was a trick I had never heard of before ) becauſe Mr. White would not 
appear to be in the Kings Debt, he invented a Muſter Role of ſo many mens names (who for 
ought any man knows never were in rer, Natura) as ſwept out of the Kings ftock 135 
Caitees, as clearly as if they had been lain on a Drum-head in the face of a Regiment , and be- 
cauſe ir might be as troubletome to him ro have any of the Kings Stores, as well as Caſh in his 
hands, he refolves to make a Ballance of the Clonos Account, by reparting all the remains (the 
amount whereof per Invoice was 276 Cattees ) into ſeparate charges, as already disburſed and 
diſtributed upon all the Kings Ships, and accordingly the Kings Godowns were clean ſwept, and 
the Sh:banders fill'd : Thus was 1 ordered to cloſe the Kings Books in Duplicates, from Fannary

The firſt of this Month we Arrived at Syam, abour fix in the Evening ; the next day Mr. White 

receiving from John Mattheos and Anthony Perez, to the amount of about ſixty Cartees, for Goods 

; them in Fanwary laſt for Sale here, and a parcel of China Ware and other Commo- 

dities, which they had inveſted according to his order; deliver'd all, both the Money and Goods 

into Mr. Francis Heaths poſſeſſion,” and ordering me to ſtay at the City, until Mr. Tarners arrival, 
rook Boat with Captain Leſzly, to accompany him for Levo. 

On the 6th Inſtant I received a Letter from Captain Leſzly, hgnifys Mr. Whites pleaſure, 
that I ſhould come up with all qr {peed, he lying deſperately fick, aknoſt paſt hopes of re- 
covery z upon receipt whereof I immediately rook Boat, and arriving the 8th Inſtant at Levo, 
found Captain Coats and Don Joſeph d Heredia at Mr. Whites Lodgings, oppoſite to the Lord 
Phaulkons Houſe, but himſelf fo very ill that there was no ſpeaking to him : That night hap- 
pened to be the Criſis of his Diſtemper, which being paſt, his Feaver the next day began to abare, 
and'being informed that | was come up, he lent for me to his Bed-fide, and defired me to peruſe 
all his Papers thar were in the Eſcrutore, which was kept for his particular Concerns, and out 
of them collect an Inventory of all his Perſonal Eſtate, and reduce all his Accompts into a Lead- 
ger form, and bring them to a Ballance, which accordingly I went about, and in fourteen dayes 
time compleated ; F. in the mean time growing ſomewhat better in Health ; fo that at length he 
was able to walk about in his Room. en [ had finiſhed, and ſhewn him the Book, by the 
Ballance whereof it appeared, that his Eſtate in England and India at that time, amounted to 
1574 Cattees of Silver, beſides his Plate, Jewels and Rubies, left at Merger, to the amount of 
322 Cattees, and in his Stock in Partnerſhip with the Lord Phanlkon, 400 Cattees ; he ordered 
me to write out another Leidger by it, only leaving out all his Adventures and Stock abroad, 
except thoſe wherein the Lord Phaulkon was concerned with him, ſaying, that he till doubted, 
whether he ſhould ever recover his ſickneſs, and that the compleat one, which contained his en- 
tire Eſtate both in /ndia and England, he would commit to Mr. Heaths cuſtody, whom he de- 
ſigned for one of his Executors, and the other, which was to contain only that part of his Tra- 
ding Stock and Accompt which appeared, and lay depending in the Kingdom and Ciry of Syam, 
ſhould be lefr amongſt his other Books for the Lord Phaulkons peruſal, when he ſhould make 
enquiry into his Eſtate : "This was done in fix or-feven days more. And now having gathered a 
little more ſtrength, he adventured too early over the way to wait upon his Honour, who in 
two or three days ſucceſſively that he went to him, nor carrying it with his formerly wonted free- 
dom and familiarity, by ſtanding longer than he was well able, headed in the cold, and being 
much dejected at the alteration he obſerved in his Lordſhips Carriage towards him, he fell into a 
Relapſe, in which, though his Feaver was not fo violent as before, yet he had a worſe and more 
dangerous pain in, his Stomach and Bowels, which indeed rendered his condigion to our appear- 
ance deſperate; nor yet did his Lordſhip, notwithſtanding he lived ſo near, and faw one or other 
of the Houſe every day, fo much as once make enquiry after his Health ; only the Lad 
Phaulkon — Padry Pomaz, ſend him ſometimes what ſhe thought might be grateful to him, 
and proper for him. | 

Having | as aforeſaid begun this Month with fruitleſs viſits to his Lordſhip, and finding himſelf 
dangerouſly Relapſt, he tends for me, and in the midſt of his Agonies and roaring Pains, diftates 
a Letrer to his Lordſhip, which he ordered me to ſend ro him by his Servant Joar. : The Con- 
tents were to this purpoſe, for he would not permit me to Regiſter it. 


* He complained of, and admired at the occaſion of his Lordſhips unwonted ftrangeneſs to 
© him 3 That he doubted not but he had many Enemies, who had been ſecretly endeavouring to 
© poſſets his Honour with an il Opinion of him, which was the common fate of moſt men in 
© publick and weighty Employment : That having now one foot in the Grave, he could fafely 
© averr (and nothing troubled his Conſcience now fo much as that) that he had been always more

* wards his Creator, under whole aflicting Hand he now lay, perhaps for no one fin of a more

This Letter, I could perceive both from his Geſture, and ſeveral expreſſions which he let 

when he gave it me to peruſe and file, had very different effetts upon Mr. White ; ſome 

Clankes ſeemung very tart, and others not only more moderate, but giving him ſome hopes, that 
matters would not go ſo bad as he before ſuſpected. 

In a few days after this, he was once more upon his Legs, though ſtill very weak ; and now 
he was not ſo much concern'd about re-eſtabliſhing himſelf in his Lordſhips r opinion, as 
apprehenſive that he ſhould not be permitted to return to Merger, where he ſaid, not only his 

but his Safety invited him to reſide, as being there at a great diſtance from the Courts

Lordſhip, and at preſent, Governour of Bankoke Forts : This made ſuch an impreſſion in Mr. 


Whites , that he was eaſily es. upon by Coats to believe what he moſt dreaded, and © 


accordingly (without ſo much as ſufpecting Coars double dealing, who made it his daily buſineſs 
into his ſecrets) he preſently orders to be drawn out all his Mergen Accompts, 
and together with the Invoice of all his Merchandize, Ships ſtores and moveables there, ſent 


them encloſed in a Letter to Mr. Burneby, wherein he impowered him fully to act as his Attorney, 


and complaining of the alteration he had found in his former Friend the Lord Phanlkgn, endea- | 


vours to poſſeſs him with a belief, that the French Inrereſt was now moſt prevalent at Court : 
That the ſaid Forbien was to rule the roaſt at Mergen, and concludes, that all things being like 
to be ſuddenly turned ropſey turvey, Mr. Burneby s wiſeſt courſe would be to withdraw, whilit.

The Month was cloſed with a happy diſcovery of a conſpiracy made by the Afacaſſars, wha 
vere ſecretly abetted by many diſaffected perions of great Authority and Intereſt in the King- 
'lom. The deſign was to have fired the City of Sya»: ; and whilſt all che Inhabirants were

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buſied in quenching the Fire, to have made themſelves Maſters of the Pallace, whileſt on the 
ſame night a ſelect number were to poſlets themſelves of the Palace at Levo, and murder the 
King with the favourite ſtranger, (as they called the Lord Phatkon) and all the Europeans, being 
lookt upon as his Creatures But three days before the intended Aſſaſſination, ſome of the Con- 
{pirators, whoſe hearts failed them, diſcovered the whole Plot, whereupon ſtrong Guards were 
kept, four or five hundred of the Combination ſeized, ſeveral of them, to the number of. two 
hundred, immediately Executed, and fo the whole deſign for that time quaſht. 

The King deſigning (now the Confpiracy was ſupprelt) to rake the firſt lucky day (which his 
Talepoy pretended would be the 18th of this month) to remove to Syam ; we were ordered to 
be gone the 1oth, on which day weleft Zevo ; in a ſhort time after us, the King and the whole 
Court, with the Perſian Embaſſadour, and his retinue, came down to Syam ; where his Lord- 
ſhip was ſo taken up with the more general Aﬀairs of the Kingdom, and obliged to ſo conſtant 
an attendance at Court, that now Mr. White could not get an opportunity to wait on him, which 
however tended not at all to his diſadvantage ; for the Herbert, Captain Udall, Arriving at this 
juncture, and bringing Letters from his Brother, Mr. George White, he had not only the oppor- 
runity of anſwering them, but of contracting a familiar acquaintance with the Captain, and pri- 
vately Freighting to the amount of two thouland pound Sterling on the ſaid Ship, conſigning it ro 
his faid Brother, and Mr. Thomas Povey, without the Lord Phanlkons privity, of whom he till 
was jealous ; though indeed ſoon after it appeared he had no reaſon ſo to be, for the Captain 


having alſo brought out Letters from his Brother to his Honour, which gave him a full account 


of the Reception of his Preſent at the Court of England, and of his vigorous endeavours to have 
withſtood thoſe powerful Enemies, which his Lordſhip had in England ; together with a ſhort 
Letter from his preſent Majefty ; he was fo well ſatisfied with the account he had received, as 
one night to ſend for Mr. White, and tell him, that he found his Brother George ſo faſt and real a 
Friend to him, that for his ſake Mr. White might ask what he would, and it ſhould be granted 
him ; Mr. White wiſely taking opportunit by the foretop, modeſtly replyed, That he defired 
_— but liberty to return to his former ſtation, and that his Lord ip would for the future be 
ns to preſcribe him ſtated Rules for the management of that em loy, that ſo he might not 
e forward be left in the dark how-to proceed without hazard of offendins. 

He had his defires granted, and returned home more chearful than ever I obſerved him to have 
been ſince May laſt, telling me, that now God be thanked he did not fear Forbiens ſupplanting 
him, for he was to return to Mergen ; and fayes he, his Lordſhip made me offer of fifty Cattees 
per month, beſides the perquiſites of my Employ ſhould be worth as much more to me, if I 
would ſtay here with him, and take upon me the place of Yjador D'as Fazendas, for the King ; 
and that I ſhould be Enroll'd in the Court Regiſters as his Succeſſor, -in caſe of his Mortality ; 
but I have with much ado evaded it ; for 'tis true, I know he wants ſome body near him, that 
might be capable of aſſiſting him with advice ; and that he has no body, is his great unhappinels ; 
but I do not on any terms like to be the man, though he has more money in his Coffers, and is 


Laden with as much Honour as he can well bear ; yet [ ſhall look upon my Head to ſtand a great 


deal faſter on my Shoulders than his, fo long as there's ere a Ship or Veſſel belonging to Mergen. 
The whole Kingdom is under a general diſcontent at this new way of Government z and when- 
ever this King comes to dye, not only his Honour, but all Exropeans for his fake, muſt expect a 
Bloody aks, which 1s no more then what his Lordſhip, but not like a Politician, openly 
declared a while agone at his publick Table ; and though the King ſhould live many years, yet 
to tell you truly, I am not without ſtrong apprehenſions that his Lordſhip ſtands but in a ſlipper 
place ; nor would it be a miracle to ſee a man that hath been raiſed from ſo low a degree to ſuc 
an exorbitant height of favour with a Prince, unable to withſtand the ſhock of an envious Court, 
and oppreſſed Kingdom ; and in caſe he once ſlips, how can I, or any other dependant on him,

The Macaſſar Conſpiracy, ſaid to be diſcovered and prevented the latter end of July laſt, 
was now totally quell'd, 'and the major part of the Plotters utterly cut off. The occaſion is 
this : The Prince'of the Macaſſars deſpairing to make his eſcape by flight to his own Country 
(one of his Captains, and fifty of his Men with their Veſſel being cut off at Bankoke Fort, where 
they were intercepted by private Orders from the Lord Phaulkgn to Forbien, though they had a 
Tarrae to paſs the Chain ) reſolved to ſubmit himſelf to the Kings Mercy ; and accordingly, one 
Evening, comes boldly at the head of One Hundred of his Attendants, all Armed with their 
Creeſes, to the Pallace Gates ; where being demanded his buſineſs, he replyed, 'rwas to throw 
himſelf at the Kings Feet, and — deſired admittance into his preſence ; Anſwer was 
brought him, that the King would admit him, but it muſt be in another poſture, and not with 

and thoſe numerous Attendants : To which, with ſome diſdain, he again replyed : Tell 
your Maſter the King, 'tis the Prince of Macaſſar that came to have ſubmitted, bur not ſo baſely 
as I find he expects; if he has any thing to fay to me,, he may find me at my own Houſe : [ 
no other but to fall, yet tell him, 'twill be like the fall of a ſturdy well Rooted Tree, 
that cruſhes all the under Wood near it : So he went away without any thing more faid to him. 
The Syammers privately making all poſſible preparations to beſet and fight the Macaſſars by 
Land and Water. On the 14th Inſtant, the Lord Phaxlkon in Perſon, accompanied with abour 
ixty Engliſh, (amongſt whom were Captain Udall, and another Gentleman, that came out of 
England with him) and about Seven Thouſand Syammers with ſome French, began the fight with 
the Macaſſars : Captain Vdal, the ſaid .Gentleman, Captain Coats, Mounſieur d' Roan, and 
three other French men were killed the firſt part of the Battle, but ere night, the Macaſſars 
were utterly deſtroyed, Men, Women, and Children ; fave only of. the Princes Sons, a Bo 
of about T welve - 19m of Ape 3 who being taken Priſoner, the Lord Phaulkon begg'd his Life 
of the King ; it being now relolved, that all the Natives, which could be diſcovered to have 
any hand in the forementioned Conſpiracy (of whom by this time were more then One Thouſand 
in durance ) ſhould on the Kings return to Levo, ſuffer death without Mercy. | 

Captain Udall being now unluckily killed before Mr. Whices Goods could be _ he muſt 
wait Captain Rea's coming up to Town ; who being ſatisfied by the Purſer, of the Captains

Franklin deſign'd on the Armenians great Ship, Santta Cruz thither, from Mergen, with a very 
rich Cargoe of China Ware, Tynn, Copper, Tutenage, Aggala, Sappan, &c to the amount 
of One Thouland Catrees; beſides Mr. White had liberty, for his care in dilpatching her, to 
Lade for his own Account One Hundred Tons, in what Commodities he pleated, except thoſe 
above ſpecified ; Mr. Whize ſaying ts me, that this was meerly a Complement of his Lordſhip, 
for that he knew not any thing elſe that would be worth his while to ſend for Adoco ; but how 
ever, he would ſee what he could do when he came to diſpatch her. | 

Mr White now preſented his Lordſhip with fix large and fair Ruby Rings, two curious Saphire? 

a couple of Perſian Horſes, and ſilver Furniture very Noble ; and her Lady ſhip with rwo Deli. 
cate Rubies, one Diamond Ring with five ſtones, and a ſtriking Watch ; which laſt rerurnec 
him a preſent not deſpicable, conſiſting of rwenty pieces Rich Silks, and ſeveral Curioſities of 
ſuperfine China Ware : Thus is he again fully reſtored to his former place, in the Lord Phaulkon,

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And now he is order'd to make thoſe propoſals he had formerly hinted at in writing: by way 
of Articles, what he thought moſt conducive ro the Government of the province of [enaſſery, 
for his Majeſties moſt advantage, and the fatisfaftion of the people. In compliance wherewirh 
he draws up fixty diſtinct Articles, which he preſented ro the Lord Phaulkyz for Approbation : 
Amongſt the reſl was, That no Exrope Nation whatſoever (the, French onely, if his Lordſhip 
law good, excepted) ſhould be exempred henceforward from paying the Cuitomes of all Goods 
Imported, as all [z4ia» Nations had been formerly us'd to do ; and delired that thole ſixty Articles 
might be the ſtanding Rules of Government in his province of Tenaſſery, which his Lordſhip, that 
could now ſcarce deny Mr. White any thing Ratify'd by ſigning them with his own hand. Though 
the power therein granted the Shabander was in effect unlimired, and ſuch as rendred the Gover- 
neurs both of Tenaſſery and Mergen, no better than Cyphers, and meerly Titular Officers, not- 
withſtanding there wgs for Forms fake a Commiſſion Ifſu'd out in Engliſh under the Lord Phaulkons 
Broad Seal and delivefed into Mr 1/btte's Cuſtody, which nominated and conſtiruted the Coun- 
cil, who were jointly ro conſult about all Aﬀairs in that Province, whether relating to the Sea or 
Land, in times of War or Peace, and to reſolve art leaſt the Major part of them, on whatſoever | 
was to be done, and though the Shabander Mr. White was the laſt mentioned in the faid Com- | 
miſſion, as being the loweſt in Rank and Title, yet by Virtue of the aforeſaid Articles, the reſt | 
of the Council were foty'd up to his Opinion in all matters of mament, that in effect all the

{ure to be the meaſure of all their proceedings.

Now alſo is Mr. White order'd, to let all his Letters, which henceforward he ſhould have | 
occaſion to remit to Court, relating to His Majeſties Aﬀairs, be General, fign'd by Mr. Burneby | 
and himſelf, but never to omit in an accompanying particular from himſelf to give the Lurd | 
— an Account of whatſoever he thought not proper to come before his Majeſty in

vent. The Letters written to Mr. Burneby, &c. in July laſt, and committed ro Don Joſeph's 
Servant to be carryed to Padree Fran. Perez, had been intercepted at Tenaſſery by the Oyea, and 
remitted to the Lord Phaulkon (who cut off Mr. White's Correſpondence, whilf he lay under a 
Cloud, had given expreſs Order that no Perſons ſhould paſs between thoſe two Cities without a 


Tarrae from himſelf ) he preſently conculding Senior Ant. Perez, Brother to the faid Padree to 
have 
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| Havea hand in the private conveyance of that Pacquet, thus latercepted and Returu'd, clas 
| him up cloſe Priſoner in Syam Goal. This comes to the Shabanders Ear, and fo Exanimates him 
| to think rhar the Lord Phan kyn would open his Letters, thar I could ſcarce imagine him to have 
any Soul; and indeed, had the Lord Phaxlko; perufed that Pacquer, Mr. Whire had inevitably 
been ruin'd, bur what I uſed for an Argument to cheer up Mr. }rire prov'd a real Truth, v::. 
Thar if the Lord Phanlhon were reconcil'd to him, as we had all the reaſon in the World to be- 
lieve he was, he would think it not only below him, bur an unfriendly part ro ſhew any jealouſie 
| of One, whom he ſo much hn mae by breaking open his Letters; and therefore I advis'd him 
| not only to Patience and Cheerfulnels, bur ro an abfolure Silence concerning them to his Lordſhip, 
until he ſaw further of rhe marrer, and accordingly afrer three days detention of them, the Lord 
Phaulkon tends him the faid Pacquer, with the Seals untouch'd, which Mr. White receiv'd wigh 
no ſma!l Joy, and after himſelf had open'd them all, he order'd me to throw both them and the

Cattees per Annum ; beſides the Cuſtom of Foreign Goods Imported, none now being to be ex- 
cuſed but only the French, and Six Thouſand Pecmlls of $ -wood, to be yearly cut for the 
Kings Account, with the Engroffing of all Forreign Salt, and impoſing it on the Natives at the

| reap benefit proportionable to the vaſt Expence, which for theſe three years laſt paſt he had been 
f at, in fortifying that Province, with Garriſons and Shipping. 


| The R_—_ on the Natives turn'd Mahometans, or whoſeParents, one of them was a Na- 
tive, and that other a Mahometarn, which was Mr. Whites yn in one of his ſixty Articles, 
outeof the ſpleen he bore the Moors, looking on them as his Enemies and Competitors, was. 
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DoCtor Ralph Harwarrs Opium (ent the latter end of April laſt, by Mr. Heath to Syam 
not anſwering Mr. Whites expeCtation, it yielding then (by reaſon of the 2acafſa diitur- 
bance) but Six Teculs per Catte) ehe now took tor his own Account, at that price, and ſent 
it per Mr. 7oſeph Norringten to Malacca, deſigning todraw a Bill on Mr. Tho, Lucas of Madraſs 
for payment of the Amount to the ſaid Doctor. | 

The remains of the Delights Cargo amounting to about Forty Cattees of Silver , being a 
parcel of Longcloth and Bettelees, Mr. White reſolved to take wholly vpon his own Ac- 
count, and allow Mr. Lucas for his Moiety, but yer thought beſt tro make uſe of his Name 
to the Lord Phanlkon in the matter, deſiring him to order it into the Kings Cong, and fend 
the Amount in Copper, at 6 : Tale per Cheſt, on the Arrival of the Zappar 7unchs, io early , 
that he might have an opportunity to remit it to his Friend Mr. Zucas, or For want there- 
of in Copangs, it being ſo requeſted of him by his ſaid Friend, as he pretended, for I ob- 
ſerv*d, that thongh his Lordſhip knew very well, that Mr. White, and Mr. Lucas maintain'd 
an intimate correſpondence with each other, yet he was kept wholly ignorant, that they 
were Partners in the Delight, and her Cargo, nor did Mr. White, as he would often ſay, 
think it prudence to let his Lordſhip know either what his Stock was, or how, or where em- 
ploy'd, more than that parc of it , which he had in Company with his Lordihip in the 
China Trade, which now he was reſfolv'd to make it his buſinefs, by little and little , (with 
what circumſpeCtion he could to avoid ſuſpicion) to withdraw , whereas his Lordſhip , 
(though in vain) endeavoured what he could, to draw on Mr. White to mn engagement , 
to thoſe Trade of the Seas, thinking by that means to make ſurer of him, but that not ſut- 
ting with Mr. Whites inclinations, or deſigns, he as ſubtly finds Evalions, as the other could 
Arguments to perſwade. 

The Sixteenth of the Moneth we left Syam, and with Five Merua's began our Voyage to- 
wards Qzeal, The Lord Phaxlkon juſt before our going, ſent his Trumpeter to me with Four 
Cattees of Money, and Two pieces of China Silk, who told me his Lordſhip had ſent me 


that ſmall Token, and expected my acceptance of it for old acquaintance fake, which I did, 


and returning him my thanks by the ſame Bearer, had only timeenough to inveſt it, in what 
was moſt likely to yield me good advantageat /ergen, and fo took Boat that Night. 

The Eighteenth we met Mr. James Wheeler at Bankoke, the Ship Phenix from Madraſs, be- 
ing coming (though not yet entred the River) for the Copper his Lordſhip the laſt year 
had promiſed him, He gave Mr. White an Account, that the Coyn, and Bullion, Gold , and 
Silver which Mr. White had committed to his care in March laſt, (being part of what he had 
taken out of the Ships brought in from Pegs) was ſold, and the Amount according to order 
paid into the Diamond Traders, Senior Bartholomew Rodriguez, and Company , for inveſt- 
ment and remittance to his Brother George in England, which they deligned to do by the 
Kempthorn. 

By him alſo Mr. White had an Account, how the buſineſs was managed in the Jewel Afﬀair 
at Madraſs, and of Mr. Yale's diſguſts againſt the Lord Phaulkon, and that the Company had 
a deſign meerly for the conveniency of annoying Tenaſſery, to ſettle upon Poyne Negraes, which 
Mr. White ſeemed to be very much troubled at, and after Mr. Wheelers parting from us, 
ſwore moſt bitterly he would prevent them, if they were not got thither already, for if 
they were not there now, they could not poſſibly get thither, until February next from 
Maadrafs. | 

In =. dayes arriving from Bankoke at Queal. Mr. White , Mr. Heath, ard Captain 
Leſley poſted away for Mergen, with Doolys doubly mann'd, leaving me to follow with the 
Treaſure, with which I haſten'd fo ſpeedily after them, as to arrive at Mergen, the firſt of 
November, where I found they had got but three days before me.

ln May laſt I had noted, that the Clong Accounts were ballanced, by being charg'd (I 
mean all Ships ſtores) as expended on the ſeveral Ships, ſo that the Kings Godowns being 
thus empticd, none remain'd, but what the Shabander called his own; and now on our re- 
turn, the firſt work was tO acquaint the Coromocon, with the indiſpenſible neceſſity of buying 
into the Clong a competent quantity of Stores, for the fitting out of the Kings Ships to 
Sea, and that Mr. 7uttie had a parcel lying by him, fit for the purpoſe. Thus did Mr. 
White at one clap, fell the King his own Goods, to the Amount of Two Hundred and 
Eighty Cattces of Silver, which now he appointed the Syammers to keep account of their 
Expence, as he ſhould from time to time appoint the delivery of them out, pretending 
*rwas a thing he would no longer trouble himſelf with, or ſpend Paper about, and 'twas 
fitteſt they ſhould be ſatisfied, which way the Kings Stores were diſpoſed, that fo he might 
not be ſuſpected of imbezling them, or converting them to his own. ule. . 

The next thing was the payment of the Garriſon , and Sea-mens Arrears, which was ſo 
dexterouſly managed by Mr. White, in obſervance of the method uſed ar the laſt payment, 
as to make Three Hundred Cattees do the buſineſs of Five Handred Forty Six Cattees , 


which I thought was a very ſmart beginning, after his lo narrow eſcape of a ſevere ex- 
| amination 
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amination at Levo, and ſuch an Aftion as made me wiſh his promiſed Ship in arcadineſs, 
that I might be freed from ſach a kind of Book- keeping. 

The Tenth of this* Moneth putting Mr. White in mind of his promiſe , made me the 
latter end of Awguſt laſt, he put me off, telling me that he had a ereat jcaloulie (from Mr. 
Wheelers diſcourſe at Bankove) that the Company had Wars in Bengala, which made it ha- 
zardous to adventure a Ship thither ; beſides he doubted Mr. Edward Inglifh in the Ship 
Revenge, had been ſeized on by the Companies Ships ; however, if | would have patience to 
ſtay till he had certain Advices of Peace or War ; if *twas peace in the Bay, I ſhould without 
fail proceed in February, and if War, I ſhould not only have liberty to take the firſt oppor- 
tunity of a paſſage, but beſides my Sallary, be gratified for the good Services | had hitherto 
done him, ſo as not to complain of the diſappointment, in hisnot ſending a Ship of his own : 
But, at length, with much importuning, I obtain'd his conſent to take my paſſage on Anthory 
de Cruz, who deſigned to ſail trom Mergen towards the Bay, twelve or fuurteen days hence, 
there being at this time in Port, no leſs than four Ships bound for Bengals , who had put in 
here to Winter, viz. The aforeſaid Anthony d' Cruz, Shipper, Michael Don Joan d Leon , 
and John Graunt, 

In this interim (Mounſieur D' Houtmeniel in a French Ship, being on the diſpatch for Pu!- 
licherry, the Delight for Madraſs, the Dorothy now called the Mergen Frigat, and Kebin, now 
called the Advice, ,being to go and cruiſe upon the Coaſt of Pegs, with ſtrift orders to bring 
in whatſoever Ships they ſhould meet, and could over-power / without any reſpect to their 
Paſſes) that ſo they might be examin'd in this Port, and clear'd or condemn'd, as ſhould 
appear reaſonable. 1 had no want of buſineſs to.employ my time Night and Day. 

"The Day that Senior Anthony de Cruz, failed, being the 24th Inſtant, carly in the Morn- 
ing) Icarried Mr. White the Keys of his Eſcretores, wherein were all his Books and Papers, 
deſiring that Forenoons liberty to carry my things on Board, the Ship being to {ail in the 
Evening ; he then told me that he could not pofſibly ſpare me at that time, but Don Foarn 
d' Leon would be going in December, and then he would not offer to detain me any lon- 
ger, whereupon I conſented to ſtay fo long, rather than diſoblige him. 

The 26th of- this moneth, all the Soldiers and Seamen were paid advance money, to the 
firſt of January next, in which payment the ſame method was obſerv'd by the Shabanders 
expreſs order, to his no ſmall advantage. 

The laſt years check for diſpatching the Phanlkon to Atcheen, without order, did not 
reſtrain the Shabandey from the like praCtice now, only he was refolv'd to have a plauſible 
pretence for ſo doing, if it ſhould happen to come to the Court Ears, and fo on pretence 
of her cruiſing to the South-ward, ſends her with ready money to Junkselone, for procura- 
tion of 7ynn, and thence to Atcheen, to enquire out, and call hither Mr. William Soam , who 
had now been near twenty moneths gone on a Trading Voyage to thoſe parts, with a Car- 
go of a Hundred and Twenty Cattees, the Amount. 

This moneth the Armenians two Ships, viz. the Sanfta Cruz, and the Jeruſalem, {now cal- 
led by new Names, viz. The Sr. George, and St. John, the former being called the Kings, 
and deſigned, as has been ſaid, for the Meco Voyage ; and the latter , the Lord Phaulkon 
order'd to Pullicherry, with a Lading of Sappan-wood, which his Majeſty had given him 
along with the Ship) were both carreen'd, and got into a readineſs, to take in their La- 
ding, both of them being to wear French Colours, and their Officers, if procurable, to 
have been Frenchmen, by a late order grounded upon Mr. Wheelers Account of the Compa- 
nies ——_— at the Syam Ships. + 

The laſt of this moneth, Robert Melliſh is diſpatcht with the Delight for Madraſs , on 
whom Mr. Francis Heath takes paſlage, with a parcel of Gold for Mr. Whites Account, to the 
Amount of between Three and Four T houſand Pound Sterling , which he was to remit by 
Bill on good ſecurity of Diamonds, or otherwiſe for Enoland, on the fame Ship he himſelf 
ſhould proceed ; by him alſo went Duplicates of the Letters ſent for England on the Herbert 
from Syam, with an additional Letter, giving his Attorneys an Account of the aboveſaic 
remiſſions, and motioning their ſending out of a permiſhon Ship to Archeen, wherein him- 
ſelf would be concern'd Stock and Block Eight Thouſand Pounds, and be obliged ro have in 
a readineſs, a China and Southſea Cargo for England, to the Amount of Thirty Thouſand 
Pound prime Coſt in dia, deſigning alſo himſelf to return on her to his Native Country, 
to which end he farther informs them , that he would now make it his bulinels to con- 
tratt his ſcattered ſtock into as narrow a compaſs as poſlible, and doubted not but to anſwer 
the expectations of whomſoever of his Friends in England, ſhould be concern'd in the fail 

Ship along with him, referring them to Mr. Heath, for a more particular information ct 
the feizableneſs of his deſign. Perry 

At this time he ſends the proceed of the Delights Cargo in Rice, Tynn, and Teculs , 

deſiring Mr. Lucas to remit his Moity of her Stock and Block for England, letting, or ta- 
king to himſelf his half of the Ship at ſuch rates, as in Conſcience he ſhovld think reaſona- 
ble, and that he would do the like with his } of the Ship Phenix, and her Stock, {ſmoothly 
excuſing his breaking off of Partnerfhip , and proteſting his readinefs and devotion to his

how. matters ſtood between them, andearneſtly ſolliciting Information, how the Gentiemen 
at Madraſs ſtood affected towards thoſe on: this fide, by whom is meant the Lord Phaul- 
kon and himſelf. The like requeſt for News is made to ſeveral other Gentlemen at M#- 
draſs, and Mr. Arford, and Mr. Heathfield delired ro ſend an Account, how they ſold the 
Rubies conligned to them on the Revenge, and whether as they deſigned, they had remitted 
the proceed on the Kempthorn. Thele very Rubies Ilnvoiced at about eighty Cattees were 
parcel of thoſe mentioned in May laſt. 


DECEMBER 1686. 


A new ſhip which had been ordered by the Lord Phaulker to be ſet upon the ſtocks for the 
King, being Lanch'd this laſt month, and called the Reſolution, was now Rigg'd and appoin- 
ted to Cruiſe on the Coalt of Chormondell, Alexander Leſly being Commiſhonated under the faid 
Lord Phau/kons Seal to Command her, and follow ſuch inſtructions, as ſhould from time to 
time be given him by Mr. White the Shabander of Tenaſſery. | 

The .Inſtruttions Mr. White gave him, were to make the Land, on the Coaſt Gingerlee in 
eighteen Degrees of North Latitude, to ſeizeall Ships or Veſſels whatſoever he ſhould meer 
with, (thoſe of Exrope Nations only excepted) and ſuch as he thought not convenient to-bring 
10 Mergen, or keep in his company, having firſt raken out all their Goods, and Men, and fecu- 
red them as priſoners of War, to burn, fink and deſtroy the. Veſlels; To fend his Boat 
on ſhoar at Chiſkercol, and if poſlible ſurpriſe the Governour, or ſomeof the moſt eminent 
Inhabitants, and carrying them on board his ſhip, there propoſe to them their liberty on ſuch 
terms, as he might think their Eſtates, by the beſt information would reach; which it 
they complyed with in a limited time, then to releaſe them without any harm to their 
perſons, if they proved obſtinate, or broke promiſe in their payment, then to fire the 
Town, burn or link all the Boats in the River, and bring off as many Men, Women, and 
Children as they could ſeize, ſecuring them on board as Priſoners of War ; thence to pro- 
ceed to all the Ports, Rivers, Harbours, Creeks, or Bays along the Coaſt of Chormondell, 
betwixt that place and Madraſe, except only tuch places where the Engliſh, or Dutch had 
Factories, uſing the ſame method of proceeding ; and yet for as much as it had been re- 
ported, the King of Go!condab would ſend an Emvualladour to the Court of Syam, if any 
ſuch motion were made to Captain Leſly, he ſhoald grant them a ſafe Paſs-port to come 
to Mergen, where order would be taken for his Reception, according to his quality z bur 
he was not to couſent to any Ceſlation of Arms, or deliſtance from the proſecution of the 
above ſaid inſtructions, until he ſhould receive an expreſs Order for ſo doing, or the time 
therein limited was expir'd, which was the firſt of May next, for he was to follow this 
method of Hoſtility until that day, and then directing his courſe to Pullicherry, there re- 
ceive ſuch Letters,Packets,or Goods as the General, Monſieur Martin, and Monſieur Des Larn- 
dares Borean ſhoul1 put on Board his ſhip, and ſ>making all convenient diſpatch thence, re- 
turn direQly to the Port of Merger. 

But being thus ina readineſs tro be gone, an accident fell out, which for ſome days de- 
tarded his diſpatch. Thus, 

Unexpected notices arrived from Syam, that a Preſent for the French King, from his Ma- 
jeſlty of Syam, and the Lord Phaulkon were upon the Road hitherward, which Dr. Hoatme- 
niel was required to take into his ſhip, and carry for Exrope, taking alſo the ſhip Jeruſalem 
under his Convoy to Pullicherry 5 now *twas true though Dr. Hoatmeniel went out of the 
Harbour the laſt month with his ſhip, yet having occaſion for ſome Timbers, for uſe 
at Pullicherry, which he could not be ſupplyed with at the Town, he ſtoprt at /lha Grande 
to cut ſuch as he wanted with his own people, and not being gone thence when this news 
arrived, Mr. White fends down Mr. Burnebey to inform him of it, and propoſe his ſtaying 
a few days, for the Preſents which were coming. Dr. Hotamenie! told Mr. Zurnevey he was 
willing on his part to oblige the King of Syam, and his Excellency, what lay in his pow- 
er, but his Maſter the King of France had affixed him a day to fail from. Pulicherry, and 
the General had limitted him a day for his failing hence, which would be the next Sunday, 
and if the Preſent came in that time, he would be glad of opportuniry to ſhew his readineſs 
for the King of Syams Service, but if not, no coaltderation could prevail with him to tranf- 
grefs his orders, the Preſent not arriving in the time prefixt by. Dr. Hoatmeniel, the Sha- 
banader ſtops the Reſolution, and concludes that he ſhould carry it to Pullicherry, and take the 
Saint 7ohn with her Cargo of Sappan-wood, for his honour, and Allome for himſelf under 
her Convoy. 

Two days after Dr. Hoatmeniel ſailing from 11ha Grande, the Preſent arrived at Mer- 
Len, accompanied with the utval ſtate of the Country mulick, Leſly raking it into the 
Reſ-lntion, was diſpatcht with additional Orders to this purpoie. That taking the ſhip 
Saint Fohn under his Convoy, he ſhould condu&t her fafe to Pullicherry, and there deliver her 
and her Lading to Monſieur Des Landres Boreau (now Des Landres was to tend her in his 
own name to the Bay of Bengals, there to lade Butter, and Oyl, with ſome Cloth, and fo 
to return to Syam) and to deliver the Letters with the King, and Lord Pharikons Preſents 

for 
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\ forthe French King, to the General Martine, firing twenty one Guns at his putting them 
1; out of the ſhip. And becauſe Mr. Whire would make uſe of all opportunities to his own 
advantage, more or leis, he now draws a Bill on Monſieur Des Landres for delivery of 


tour hundred Pagodos to Captain Leſly, on the King of Syam's account, adviling up to Court 
that- he had done it for the ſupply of whatſoever occaſions the ſhip might have, during 


that her expedition on the Coaſt, whereas at the ſame time he gave Captain Leſly li- 


berty to make ule of only one hundred of the Pagodos, and ordered him to inveſt the other 
a hundred in Brown Berrelees, which he was to keep in the ſhip untill his return hi- 
ther. 


Leſly was alſo ordered by Mr. (White in the nature of a Warrant) to diſcard, and turn 


Gut of this ſhip, whomſcever by word or aftion, he ſhould during this Expedition per- 


ceive to be difaffected towards the King of Syam's Service, and to entertain, and en- 
courage as many new men as he could poſſibly meet with , only not to agree with 
them tor Sallary, or give them any office untill their Arrival here, when according 
= a CharaQter he ſhould give of them, each man ſhould have encouragement and 

mploys. | 

By this Conveyance of Leſly in the Madraſs Pacquet Via Pullicherry, went alſo a Let- 
ter from Mr. White to his Attorneys in England, under cover to Mr. Francis Heath, to 
give them notice, that upon later thoughts, and clearer proſpe& into the unſetled poſture 


; which the Afﬀairs of /ndia were poſting to, he had altered his opinion, as to the feiza- 


bleneſs of ſending out a permiſſion ſhip to him, and therefore adviſed their deſiſtance from 
the undertaking. 

Leſly being thus diſpatcht, Mr. White (computing the time, when he mightireaſonably get 
into eighteen Degrees North Latitude on the Coaſt of Gingerlee from Pullicherry, allowing 
fourteen days for his paſſage from Mergen thither) accordingly drew up orders for Cap- 
tain Cropley on the fifteenth of 7anuary next to leave Mergen and Elves, with their ſloops 
at the Bar of S:rian, and make the beſt of his way towards that Coaſt, in eighteen Degrees 
Latitude, where he was to ply off and on, (being every day once at leaſt in ſight of the Land) 
untill he ſhould meet with Leſly in the Keſo/ution, with whom he was to joyn Company, 
Conſult, and be aſliſting each to other in the vigorous, and punCtual execution of the fore- 
faid orders, of which a Copy was remitted to Cropley, and now Mr. White called to mind, 
what Mr. Wheeler had told him of the deſign at Madraſs to ſettle upon Point Negraes, 
and ſend Mr. Thomas Yale for Governour , which he apprehended would be of very ill 


/| conſequence to this Port, and therefore reſolving to kill two Birds with one ſtone, he 


concludes to ſend two ſmall Veſlells, which taking Cropley in their way at the Bar of Sri- 
an, ſhould deliver him thoſe Orders, and carry to Point Negraes twenty Lulongs or Syam 
Soldiers, with a Commander furniſhed with all neceſſaries for twelve months time, who 
ſhould keep poſſeſſion of the place for the King of Syam, and on the appearance of any 
ſhip, let fly his Flag, for which end they were to ereCt a Flag-Staff near to the moſt 
convenient Landing place, and for the better declaration of their buſineſs there, they 
carryed this following Inſcription in Capital Portugues Letters, paſted on a {mall board, with 
a ſmall boarded houſe to ſhelter it from weather, which was to- be placed near the Flag- 
ſtaff, Mr.White ordering it to be Forged in Mergen, and dated, as if done the foregoing 
Ottober at Syam. The words theſe, |

'Now whereas Captain Leſly was ordered on the firſtjof May next, to ſhape his courſe for 
Pullicherry as aforeſaid, Captain Cropley ha4 orders ſeut him on the ſame day, to dire his 
courſe to Saint Thome, and thence ſend a Letter to the Preſident and Council at Ma- 
draſs, to inform them that he had a meſſage from the Court of Syam, which he was to de- 
liver to ſome of the Council, if they pleaſed to give him a meeting at Saint Thome, and in caſe 
any of them came thither, he was to ſend his Boat on ſhoar, and invite them on Board his 
ſhip, where he was to read thema Declaration (which for that end was now ſent him open) 
wherein was ſpecified, That he was ordered by his Majeſty to repreſent to them the great 
abuſes M. Elihu Tale had pnt upon him in the Jewel Afair, as alſo the affronts done him by 
the Companies Servants in his ownRoyal City, To certific them,of his Majeſties kindneſs for 

id Com ; and fatisfaction being-made by Mr. Tale, the Lord 
Treaſurer would pay the Perfien fraight, and releaſe whatſoever he had hitherto detained 
of theirs, willing them, if they had any Grievances to complain of (though he knew 
of none) that they would ſend over two Gentlemen fully impowered to treat with his 
Majeſtys Miniſters of State, and they might expect all the juſtice they could deſire, but 
if they flighted this propoſal, his Majeſty had no reaſon to Court their Friendſhip, 


T his 


This Declaration was drawn up by the Shabander, and according to the Lord Phaulkont 
order to him, ſhould have been ſign'd by him, but he (upon my earneſt preſſing of him to de- 
ſiſt, as thinking ir not convenient, for that to me it appear'd but one remove from a Decla- 
ration of War) was prevailed with, not to ſign it,bur ſent it unſign'd to Cropely,ordering him 
in a Letter, which accompany'd it, That he and the reſt of his Officers after the Publication 
of it, ſhould lign it, and deliver it to thoſe Gentlemen that ſhould come off to him. 

Ar this time alſo, the Lord Phaulkon ſends down expreſs orders tounrig,and lay up the 4y- 
menians great ſhip, and put by the Meco Voyage, keeping all the Kings Goodsin the Tenaſſary 
Clongs, for their betrer ſecurity, ſince he bad apprehenſions, that the Gentlemen on the other 
fide would not fail to intercept her on her Voyage, nor could he think it fafe for any ſhips to 
go abroad this year upon a Mercantile A-count, but gave ſtrift charge , that whatſoever 
Frigats went out on a delign againſt the Enemy, ſhould be ſo well equipt, as to be able 
to encounter any force, the Company could make againlt them. 

To this the Shabander (who was mighty fearful -of being call'd up to reſide at Court, 
if once the Lord Phasken ſhould grow apprehenſive of a breach with the. Engliſh) return'd 
for anſwer ; that his Lordſhips orders in laying up the St. George, and putting the Moo 
Cargo in the Tenaſſary Clongs, ſhould not fail of all due obſervance, though he was clear- 
ly of a different opinion, nor could he apprehend any danger, had ſhe proceeded ; Twas true, 
he did not queſtion, but Tale had malice enough to put him upon any attempt whatſoever, 
ro the prejudice of his Majeſty and his Lordſhip, but yet he could not believe him fo raſh, as 


to break out intoany open att of hoſtility, without order from Exgland, and ſuch a power - 


could not poſſibly arrive him, until the next year, and that he ſuppoled his Lordſhip gave too 
much ear to the reports of Mr. Wheeler, and ſuch as were either ſtrongly prejudiced againſt 
Mr. Tale in particular, or took delight ir putting the Kings Afﬀairs into a diſtraCtion. 

And indeed this putting by of the 44oco Voyage on theSt. George,for fear of Mr. Tale, was 
an acceptable hit to the Shabander,who was clearly of opinion, That if the Company had bro- 
ken intoa War in Bengala, their hands would be fo full, they would not at preſent break 
with Syam, eſpecially covſidering the conveniency their ſhips by continuing in amity, might 
have, in the Fee uſe of this Pott, on any occaſion , wherefore having a great quantity of 
the Kings Goods in his hands, which were likely tolye by in the Cings, he thought it a 
brave opportunity to ſecure into his own hands, to the value of what ſtock he had em- 
ployed with his Honcxr at Syam, with whom he did not conceive it ſafe, being doubtful, that 
it ever a ſecond difference ſhould happen, the Lord Phaxlkon would detain it for reimburſe- 
ment of the Two Hundred Cattees, which His Majeſty had lent Mr. White for Six Years, at 
his firſt entrance into his Shabanderſbip, and accordingly he fits out with all poſſible expe- 
dition the ſhip Tokely, which now he names the Satisfattton for a two-fold reaſon, as ſhe fa- 
tisfied the Moor Mans Debt to him, and as her Cargo would ſecure him that part of his ſtock, 
which he otherwiſe lookt upon to be in Huckſters hands,though he thought it not convenient, 
ro m his Lordſhip know one word of it, nor any of the Natives whither the ſhip was» 
bound. 

Only one thing was likely to thwart the ſorting of the Cargo to his own mind , that was 
the want of a ſufficient quantity of Tynn, for his Lordſhip had now ſent down an Order to 
him to deliver Mr.:-Fobhn Thredder, One Hundred and Twenty Baharrs, at one Cattee per 
Baharr,which would ſo exhauſt the Kings ſtore of that Commodity,that he muſt be forc't to 
go. without it for his Moco deſign, But to remedy this, he at length finds a way ; for Mr. 
Thredaer coming to demand his Tynn, and producing an order from the Lord Phaalkon for it, 
he readily tells him, he ſhould have it when he pleaſed ; but his ſhip being not yet fitt , 
and being to be laid aſhore, and Caulke, if not new ſheath'd, he could not expeCt to be in a 
readineſs to take it in, until the beginning of February, and therefore 'twould fave him fo 
much Warehouſeroom, to ler it lye where it was in the Kings Clong, till his ſhip was fitted ; 
Mr. Thredder little thinking of the Snake in the Graſs (for Mr. White had ſtriftly enjoyn'd my 
ſilence) thanks him for his courteous offer, and Mr. White puts'the Tynn on board his own 
ſaid Ship Satisfaion, and then writes up to the Lord Phaulken, to incenſe him what he could 
azainſt Mr, John Tyler in Bengala, taxing him with the neglect of His Majeſties Aﬀairs, in 
not ſending any Advices how they ſtand there, and inſinuating a jeaiouſie of his imbezling 
the Kings ſtock, therefore thinks it but reaſonable, that his Honour would pleaſe to attache 
the Tym which Mr. Thredder was to receive, until they had a more fatisfatory Account 
how Tyler had behaved himſelf. 

Art the ſame time, with Mr. Thredder came Mr. Nathaniel Ruſſel and his Lady from Syam , 
full of complaints of the diſappointment they had met with there ; whither his Lordſhip had 
invited them from Swurrat, however Ruſſel brought an Order for the Shabander, to give himan 


employ at this place.

The firſt of this Maneth ( Dor John de Leon deligning to fail the third day) 1 went again ta 
Mr. White to deſire liberty to wake ready for my Voyaze to the Bay,he was then more averſe 


to part with me, than ever, a*king whether I could be ſo unkind to leave him now, when he 
F had 
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had no body belides my ſelf, that could aliſt him in his buſineſs, or keep him company ; now 
all the ſhips were gone and going out of the Port, and Mr. How was to go upon the ſhip Sat is- 
fattion to Mere, 111 hada mind to ſend any thing to Bengala, he would not only pay me what 
was due to me on Account of my Sallary, but freely give me half a ſcore Cattees to ſend by 
the Don, and he doubted not, but my Friends would be well enough ſatisfied in my ſtaying a 
Month or Six Weeks longer, for he would not defire me to ſtay any longer, than till Mr. 


| Thredder's ſhip was ready to go : As to his offer of the Money, 1 told -him 1 did not think it 


ſafe to adventure any thing by a Stranger, if I went not my ſelf with it, in troubleſome 
times, and therefore I thankt him for his kind offer, but would not accept of it, but. upon 
afurance that I ſhould go in February, with Mr. Thredders ſhip (for Mr. Thredder I thought. 
wonld hardly go himſelf without his Fynn) I conſented to ſtay till theg, and Mr. White ſo- 
lemnly vow d I ſhould go, if I pleas'd, without further delay upon the ſhip Agent, and ſo L 
conſented to wait a moneth longer. | 

; Now when I permitted my ſelf to be prevailed with, to make an implicite promiſe of 
continuing a moneth longer, depending on a paſlage in the ſhip Agent to the Bay, I little: 
ſyſpefted Mr. White would have employ'd the next night 1ſmael Gee, the Serange of the Kings 
yard, to go and bilge that ſhip as ſhe lay upon the Ways, which by his own relation to Mr: 
White the next morning he ſaid he did, by raving open three Butt-heads of her Plank under 
her Bilge, and that he was then come to tell him the buſineſs was done, and the ſhip now 
was full of Waterat } Flood. *Twas then about ſeven a Clock in the Morning, and being. 
charg'd to keep it private, the fellow was diſmiſt , and no ſooner was he gone, but Mr. 
White told me to this effect : Mr. Davenport, your Bengala Voyage in the Agent is over, but 
you ſhall be as ſoon there, as if ſhe had proceeded, only let me enjoyn.you., not to. ſpeak 
a word of what you have now heard ; I could have kept it: from your knowtedge, had | not 
an intire confidence in, and full experience of your ſecrecy: I promiſed him that as I had 
hitherto, ſoI would ſtill keep wy ſelf free from interfering with all matters, not proper- 
ly belonging to me. About an hour after Mr. Thredder ignorant of what had paſt on Mr. 
Whites part, came to him, and complain'd his ſhip was full of water, and began to lay the 
fault upon the careleſneſs of the Skipper John Bunt, and the Mate Vathaniel Carter ; they 
two transferr'd the blame upon each other, though neither of them could well tell wherein; 
Mr. White glad to ſee them all in the dark, as to the truth of the marter , . ask*'t why they 
would offer to lay an old worm-eaten, weak, rotten ſhip aſhoar, that could not bear her 
own weight with ſo much ballaſt in her - The Skipper reply'd, there was no more in her , 
than what was requiſite ; at laſt Mr, White promis'd when the Tide was ebb'd away , to go 


and view her, and if *twas poſlible to get her off again; he would lend: them all the afli- 


ſtance the Port could afford, with which anſwer they departed, and the ſhip being after- 
wards review'd, was ſentenced to be irrecoverably loſt. 

- The fixth inſtant, the Ship Satisfattion ſailed for Moco, William Ranns Commander, at 
Fifteen Tales per Month, and one per Cent. Commiſſion. William How, Cape Merchant , at 
four per Cent. Commiſſion, with a Cargo of near five hundred Cattees, the amount of which 
being ſo conſiderable, all poſſible care was taken to prevent interception for want of the 
Companies Paſs, and Mr. White gave Mr. How a Letter of Requeſt to all Engliſh Comman- 
ders, and other Officers, ſignifying his Reſidence in the Kingdom of Syam, and incapacity 
to procure their Paſs, by reaſon of his diſtance from their Garriſons, therefore deſired 
not only that they would permit the ſaid Ship to proceed without moleſtation on her Voy- 
age out, or home, but grant her their Paſſes to ſecure her from any farther ſtoppage, 
or interruption , which ſaid Letter Mr. How had orders on any occalion to produce , 
and preſent-to any perſon that ſhould pretend to ſtop them; and if that would not do , 
to tender Bond to the amount of the Ship and Cargo, their value, to anſwer whatſoever 
charge or claim ſhould be laid againſt the Ship, in any of the Companies Ports in India, 
after her Voyage ſhould be compleated. And if that wonld not do, then he had a Pro- 
teſt ready drawn, with a Blank for the Commanders and Ships name, that ſhould pretend 
to intercept him, and carry him into any of the Companies Ports , which he was to in- 
ſert and deliver in the preſence-of the Maſter,and chief Mate of the Ship Satisfaftion, but if 
it proved to be one of the King of England's Frigats, then he was only to inſert the Com- 
manders name, in the Proteſt, and not mention the Frigats name, s. e. not to Proteſt a- 
gainſt the Frigat becauſe ſhe was the Kings, but only againſt ſuch a one Commander of ſuch 
a Shi . CFC. 

Mr. Thredder having loſt his Ship as aforeſaid (though the manner of loſing her was 
more than he or any belonging to her knew) writes the next day to acquaint the Lord Phaul- 
hor with his diſaſter, and requeſts, that now inſtead of Tin he might be paid in money the 
Ballance of his account,he not knowing how to get Freight for ſuch a quantity of Goods as he 
had to carry : This Letter he. gives to Mr. White to be forwarded to Syam, and delires 
him alſo to intercede in his behalf for money inſtead of the Tin, which he fairly, pro- 
miſed he would do. The Letter indeeed Mr. White encloſes in bis own Pacquet, but writes 
cerning the Tin in a quite different ſtrain, again preſſing the Lord Phaulkoy to Embargo 
the Tin on account of Mr. John Tyler, uſing all the arguments he covld, to ſhew the rea» 


fſonableneſs of & doing. = 
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The eighth inſtant, the ſhip Bom Succeſs, Fobn Graunt Maſter (which as formetly hin- 

ted, pit in here from Archeen to winter) ſailed hences having Mr. Whites Paſs-port to pre- 
vent their interception by any of the Kings ſhips ; ſhe belongs one half to Arthur Seymour, 
and the other half to the ors merchants in Bengala, her Burthen about a hundred Tuns- 
The day after her going over the Bar, the Shabander pretending he had been informed, that 
ſhe had carryed away ſome Paſſengers with a Ticket from him, there being then nei- 
ther ſhip-nor ſloop in the Harbour, ready to ſend after her, diſpatch'd away his own Barge 
with: nine Engl; men well arm'd, to bring her in again: * That night they brought her; 
and the next day being the tenth, the Nocquedah, and all the reſt being examined, nothing 
could be found againſt them, for he had taken out Tickets for all his Paſſengers, but how- 
ever Mr. White could not be preypiled with to the contrary, but orders the ſhip to be 
unrigg'd and unladen, ſaying if ſhe appear'd to be clear, 'twas time enough to go to Ben- 
gala a month hence, when the Goods were unladen, and weighed oft at the Cuſtome-houſe 
{cales, comparing them with the Necquedabs accounts of the Cargoe, there were four Ba- 
hars of Tin more, than what he had in his Invoice : This was pretended by the Shabandir 
to bave been Tin clandeſtinely bought from the Officers of the Cong, and not having been 
catred in the Cuſtome-houſe before it was ſhipt, made the ſhip lyeable to ſeizure 3. however 
Mr. White kindly offered to write up. to Syam about At, and according to the _ 
ſire ſhe ſhould be condemned or cleared : The Lafears came and own'd theſe four fs 
of ' Tiny faying 'twas. what themſelves had bought amongſt themſelves, 5. e. The Serango, 
&c, Officers at Aecheen, and privately laden it without the Nocquedahs knowledge, and that 


it had; never been ftow'd in hold, but in their own Births, and that it was not any'of the” 


Tin of this place, vas eaſie enough to be ſeen from the form into which it was caſt.” But 
all would not.do. Mr. White alledged he could not clear her without the Kings order. 'The 
Pilot alledged in; behalf of Mr. Achur Seymonr, that one half of the ſhip could not be liable 
to' ſeizure, it being only let to freight by him, to'thereſt of the Owners, who were Adoors, 
nor bad he on his part broke any orders of the Port, and if the Nocquedabs had, he did not 
conceive the ſhip to be liable, but rather the Nachwedabs Purſe, Mr.'White reply'd, that one 


half muſt go with the other, and no man ought'to preſume to inſtrydt him what was Law - 


or Equity, and the more the Pilot prated, the worſe he ſhould find it. 

He preſently writes up to Syam to acquaint the Lord Phaukon with his induſtrious obſer- 
vance of the Rules of the Port, for his Majeſties Intereſt, and that a Afoors ſhip from Ben- 
£ala having w_—_—_ x- broken the orders of it, by carrying off feveral of their Coun- 
try men priſoners of War (which was an abſolute ontruth) withott Licence, and lading 
Tin clandeſtinely, without entring it in the Cuſtome-houſe, he had fetcht her bdackifrom 
Ilha Ferro, and did ſnppoſe her a lawful Prize, deſiring to know his-Majeſties and Lorſhips 
pleaſyre concernipgit; with all canyenient ſpeed. © © pred yo mon glds;7 1 

The twelfth of this month, a Aſoor who had been accuſed of breaking into the Shiban- 
ders Godown under his houſe (before our going to Syam in May laſt) 'and ſtealin twopieces 
of courſe Cloth, having ever ſince been kept in Irons, had his'tryal now before the Co- 
romacon, the fat not being proved againſt him, he”was cleared; only on the Shabanders 
motion, he was tocontinue ten days longer in Irons before his diſcharge; four or five days 
after this the felaw broke, or got off his Irons privately, and made his eſcape to his Ma- 
ſter a Merchant at Texafſery, whom the Shabander' mortally hated, but was preſently by 
the Shabanders order parſued and caught, and on the twentieth'of the month being brought 
back, when the Shabender was in nv good humour, he immediately'ordered his head to be: 
ſtruck off, which was accordingly done by a Sydmmer, at one blow. The interceſſion of 
many people to the contrary, not prevailing for the poor mans life, he being" reſolved; 
as he vowed with many horrid oaths, and execrations, to make that fellow an example 
and terrour to all others, that" ſhould offer to make their eſcape, when he had” ordered 
- them priſoners. This aftion was ſeverely cenſured by all men in private, but none durſt 
openly complain, for fear of coming under the laſh of Mr. Wyite's diſpleaſure. | 

At this time was the Derrea, Dowlet diſpatcht to Archeen;, Captain Ruſſel! Commander 
laden with three hundred and twenty Quoyens of Rice, two hundred being for the Kings 
account, and conſigned to Captain Ruſſe/, and one hundred and twenty br Mr. White's 
account, conſigned to Mr. William Mallet, with ſix mortevans of Mergen Arrack, and Mr. 
Mallet having no conveniency to inveſt his money in Goods proper Toe Atcheen, deſired 
Mr. White to accept it, at two Teculls a month per Cattee, who accordingly did, and gave 
his account credit for twenty Cattees in his Books, the ſum he left with him. 

Now alſo came an order from the Lord Phaulkon, to prepare a ſhip to be ina readineſs, 
ſor the tranſport of two of the King of Syams Colwans to Gombroone, who were to £0 with 
a meſſage to the Court of Perſia, the ſhip being to go with a French Pilot, and a Paſs ſent 
from the French Chief at Syam, Mr. White immediately returns anſwer, that the lateneſs of 
his Lordſhips advice, and the want of men, ſo many ſhips being already abroad, rendred 
it impoſſible to comply with thoſe orders, and farther, that there was not one French 
man in the King of Syams Service capable to take any Office in a ſhip, much leſs to be a 


Pilot. 
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The Shabander having now ſome jealouſie, that all was not well in the Bay, or at the 
Coaſt, having no news either of Caprain Emnglsſh, or the Deans Barge (both of them long 
lince expeCted) did this month diſpatch the ſmall ſloop Mary, to Pllicherry with ſixty 
Cheſts of Copper, conſigned to Monſieur Des Landres Boreas, and Letters to the General 
Martine and him, entreating them to write him back word with all expedition whatſoever 
news was ſtirring, which they thought might import the King of Syams, his Lordſhips, 
or his own notice, that ſo they might govern themſelves accordingly. By her alſo he ad- 
viſes, that he had ordered Mr. How on his return from Aoco, which he hoped would be 
in Augaſt, or September next, to touch at their Port, and deliver Monſieur Des Lanares 
twenty thouſand Dellars for his account, concerning the diſpoſe whereof, he would write 
to him more fully by another conveyance, which was to follow in March next. By this con- 
veyance, alſo his InvitatoryLetter for ſending out a permiſſion ſhip, was contradifted once 
again in' a Cover to Mr. Heath, to be forwarded along with the Packet to Madraſs. 

In order to the promiſed Pulicherry expedition in March next, Mr. White having long 
ſince caſt his eye on Don Joſeph d* Heredias new ſhip, and vowed that let what would come, 
that ſhip ſhould fall into his hand, and no bodies elſe ; He now effe&ts his deſign after 
this manner. He frames and orders to be tranſlated into Portwguees a Summons to the 
Don, ,to ſurrender his ſhip to the King of Syamr for the ſecurity of the Pagodoes three thou- 
ſand he owed him on the Merchlepatam Voyage; pretending (though there was no ſuch 
thing). a freſh and ſtrift order from the Lord Phawken fo to do, and that if he would 
take: two, hundred Carrees of Silver for her, firſt deducting what he owed the King, the 
ſuper Amount ſhould be paid him whenſoever he pleaſed, if not the King expected that he 
ſhould immediately pay in his Debt, which having (as he faid) poſitive orders forthwith 
to recover. of him, to ſel] her out right on the terms aforeſaid, or if not, that if he 
would let him have 'her for a Voyage to Pullicherry, he: would diſcount part of his Debt 
to the King for her freight, and in the interim uſe his utmoſt endeavour at Court to al- 
leviate, and if poſlible divert the Kings Demands for the reſt. The poor Don quite ſca- 
red at this unlooked for harſhneſs, condeſcended to the laſt propoſition, becauſe he could 
not avoid it, and the ſhip was immediately ordered to be fitted. 
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The firſt of this month came an Anſwer from the Lord Phanlkon to Mr. White, concerning 
Mr. Thredders Afair,nort at all ſutable to his expeCtation ; for he writes word, that 'twas very 
indiſcreet to grow jealous on every occaſion of thoſe he employ'd, nor could it ſound well 
for him-to deal ſo unhandſomly by Mr. Tyler, as to detain his £ſtate without ſome more ju- 
ſtifiable ground, than a bare poſſibility, that himſelf might be knaviſhly dealt with; there- 
fore though he could not comply with Mr. Thredders requeſt (which arrived him the very 
day he-difpacht this Letter to the Shabander, in paying him money, inſtead of Tinn, nor 
had Mr: Thredder any'reaſon to expect it, having made his Contraft for Tinn) yet he poſi- 
tively charged the Skhabander to deliver him the 120 Bahars of that Commodity, and let Mr. 
Thredder look out for Freight, where he could meet with it, that not being his buſineſs, 
which when the Shabander had peruſed, and given me to file, well, ſays he, I ſhall have Tinn 
enough for M. Thredder, before he'll meet with a ſhip to freight it on. 

In this Letter came alſo a very ſevere check to the Shabarnder, ( whereas he indeed had 
expected a commendation of his care) that he ſhould offer to ſend the Kings Subjects out 
of the Land, without order from Court, and that too upon a matter of ſuch weighty 
concernment, as to keep poſſeſſion of an Iſland, which he had no afſurance was properly 
belonging to, or within the dominions of his Majeſty, by which at, he had not only ex- 
poſed the Lives of ſo many of the Kings Majeſty's Subjects to the rage of the Engliſh, if they 
ſhould come there with a deſign to fortifie, but for ought he knew laid the ſoundation of a 
War with his Neighbour Princes, whoſe property it ſhould appear to be, and therefore 
he ſtrictly charg'd him, immediately to diſpatch a ſmall Veſſel to bring back Opra Qua, and 
the twenty Zulongs with all their neceſſaries, and be more cautious for the future, how he pro- 
ceeded in ſuch weighty affairs, without firſt adviſing up to Court. 

In obſervance of this Order, Anthony Highoe was diſpatcht the next day, in a ſmall ſloop, 
who was to take Elves in his way at the Bar of Sirian, and they two, to go and fetch back 
the Soldiers from Negraes, but to leave the Inſcription there. 

The third of this month, Morgan in the Advice floop brought into Port the Noſſa Sen- 
hora & Monte, d' San Thome, G abriel d' Roſayro Pilot, whom Cropley, going from Sirian Bar, to 
Negraes, to carry the Lulong, and water his ſhip, before he put for the Coaſt of Grngerlee, 
had met with, and being ordered expreſly by the Shabander, not to take notice of the Com- 


panies Paſſes, in any ſhips he ſhould meer with, not manned with all Eng!iſh men, had ſent + 


ker under the charge of Morgan; On her came Mr. Noden, from whom the Shabander un- 
derſtanding how Afﬀairs went at the Coaſt and Bay ; he was t firſt fully determin'd to de- 
tain, and make prize of the ſhip ; - but at length, through my earneſt interceſſion for her 
releaſement, uſing thoſe very Arguments for his clearing of her, which he brought for the 
i1ceaſonableneſs of his proceeding to condemn her : He was prevailed with, to think it his 
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wiſeſt courſe to diſmiſs her again, without waiting order from Syamy, yet becauſe he would 
appear zealous for the Kings intereſt, he takes out all the Aadapollam Paſſengers, paying 
their Tallicooly to the Captain, and makes them the Kings ſlaves, and bnyes as many 
more as the free Merchant, or any of the Officers of the ſhip were willing ro part with, 
and fo forcing the Commander to withdraw a proteſt, which he had made againſt Cropley, 
Trioos, &c. in behalf of the owners of the ſhip for damages, that had and might accrue, 
and in behalf of the honourable Erg/iſþ Company , for the contempt of their Paſs, he 
lupplyed him with freſh Proviſions for his money, water, &c. and fo ſuffered him to pro- 
ceed for Pega. : 

The eighth of this month came the Lord Phaulkons Letter concerning Mr. Graunts ſhip, 
wherein he adviſed Mr. White to be very cautious in his proceeding to the condemnation of 
her, ſince things of that nature might prove of very bad conſequence, if inconſiderately 
ruſh'd upon, and though he would not have the King loſe any thing of his Righr, yer 
he would not have his authority improv'd in every little circumſtance to the height of 
rigour, and therefore if the fault did not appear to be deſignedly, and notoriouſly con- 
frontive of the Kings Authority, and the Eſtabliſhed Rules of the Port it might be ſuffict- 
ent to exaCt ſome reaſonable Fine from the Nocquedah, and diſmiſs the ſhip, without fur- 
ther delay, that ſhe might not loſe her paſſage to the Bay, and ſo perhaps have occaſion 
given them to complain of as hard uſage, as if totally confiſcated. 

But Mr. White deſigning the ſhip for Archeen in March next with a lading of Rice, had 
now laid her on ſhoar, new firted her, and new maſted her, and was reſolv'd not to part 
with her, but ſeize upon both her and Cargo, which conſiſting of Coppar, Tin, Benza- 
min, Ganja and Chins Ware, to the amount of one hundred ninty two Cattees Mergen, 
according to the Nocquedahs Invoice of prime Coſt at Archeen, he thought would not be 
amiſs to ſend on the Don's ſhip, to Pullicherry for his own Account z whom he deligned 
ſhould fail the tenth of March, fo there was nothing more to be ſaid concerning either 
ſhip or cargo; Mr. White pretending both to the Nocguedah and Pilot, that the King had 
ſeiz'd upon all, and on the other hand he thought it not convenient to let the Lord 
Phanlkon know any thing farther of the matter, but that he cleared and diſmiſt her ; 
by which means not only the ors, but poor Arthur Seymenr muſt loſe all, and the Pilot 
his Sallary, though he paid the reſt of the men their wapes, becauſe he would not be conti- 
nually haunted by them, and refuſed the payment of the Pilot, becauſe he happened to ſay, 


AMorgan was a fcond Tun. 
he tenth of this month, Aforgan in the Advice-Sloop , under pretence of going 


to chaſe the Salitres off the Coaſt to the Southward, was privately diſpatch'd to the Nin- 
combers, with a Cargo, which was ſuppoſed very proper for barter there. 

The twentieth of this month, the Afergen Frigat came unlookt for from Negraes, on 
pretence they could not meet with water enough to recrute them for the Coaſt deſign. 
Now Cropley owned to me, that he was not in want of water, or any thing elf, but 
receiving orders to publiſh and ſign fuch a Declaration at St. Thoma, to ſome of the Coun- 
cil of Madraſs, as might (for ought he knew) one/time or other hazard his Neck, and that 
too upon the ſingle hand writing of Mr. White ; he was ſo far from reſolving to execute 
that his order, that had it not been for the fake of his Wife and Children at Mergen, 
and that he was afraid the Shabander would utterly ruine them, He would have: gone 
direftly to Madraſs, and have ſurrendred up the ſhip to the Company, for he was ve 
ſure thoſe proceedings of Mr. White conld never end well, either for himſelf, or th 
that ferved under him. Mr. White though he had ever after this no good will for Copley, 
as thinking his pretence of not finding water at Negraes, to be a forgery, yet he was 
very glad of her return, for ever fince Mr. Nodens arrival, he had been very doubtfull of 
the Reſolutions ſafety, and whereas before for want of men, he had endeavoured to wave 
the Perſia Voyage, now he thought it a good opportunity to carry on another deſign, 
nnder pretence that this ſhip was proper for the Perſia Voyage, as being a good failer 
and well man'd, and that ſhe might be fitted, and victualled time enough to- proceed in 
the latter end of March; and gain her paſſage, by going to the South-ward of the Zire ; 
under which colour, when once ſhe was got ready, and well furniſhed with Provifions, 
and all things neceſſary, without any ſuſpicion of the Natives, it would be no difficult 
matter to flam them, as he ſaid with a hundred pretences, to excuſe her proceeding, and 
ſo keep her in a conſtant readineſs (provided the ſhip Reſolution ſhould miſcarry) all the 
monſoon, for any emergency whatſoever, nor was Cropley to know, but that he was to 
proceed apon her to Perſia, untill ſhe was got into a failing poſture, and then he would 
pitch upon ſome other perſon to Command her, 

Now it is to be noted that Mr. Phillip Noden before his departure hence,gave Mr.White cer - 
tain information of the Hon, Companies intentions,ere long to make demands from the King 
of Syam of Reparation for damages themſelves,and ſundry Merchants nnder their protection 
had received through the raſh and unwarrantable proceedings of the Lord Phanlkon, his chief 
Miniſter of State, and that Mr. Robert Freeman was the perſon deſigned for the City of Syam, 
on that affair, and alſo that they were much diſguſted with Mr. White himſelf, for be- 


ing ſo ative an inſtrument in the prejudices they had received ; this (having been _ 
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fore - hinted, cloſely urged by me as an argument for the ſaid ſhips being cleared, plain- 
ly aſſerting that in my opinion to add this extravagance to all the reſt, would be like a 
mans willfully precipitating himſelf into danger, and then putting out his Eyes becauſe 
he would not ſee it) did ſo work with Mr. White, that he not only ſhewed ſome reſpect, 
as aforeſaid to the Companies Pals, but alſo after her diſmiſſion , and a more calm re- 
fletion on the preſent ſtate of matters, put him upon a more intenſe and impartial re- 
view. and conſideration of what he had done, during his Shabanderſbip, that might give 
the Company any occaſion of offence, or juſt ground of complaint againſt him, ſaying, 
that as the Company could not have pitcht upon ſo fit a perſon as Mr. Freeman to repre- 
ſent their grievances at Court, nor onethat could more cunningly inſinuate himſelf into 
the Lord Phaulkon's favour, ſo no man in Jndia, he was ſure, was either ſo-capable, or 
ſo much inclined to do him a prejudice at Court, wherefore he ordered me to peruſe all 
his books of Regiſters, Letters ſent or received, orders, inſtructions, diſpatches, or what- 
ſoever Papers might more or leſs relate to his management of Affairs in the King of Syams 
Breach with Golcondah and Pegu, and to make my punctual, and impartial Remarks of every 
individual paſſage I ſhould happen to meet with, that to me might ſeem any way ei- 
ther unwarrantable, or but tending to diſoblige the Company, or any of their Servants 
on the other ſide. 

The diſpatch of ſeveral Veſſels abroad being then in hand, a good part of the month 
was ſpent before I had leiſure to apply my felf to the obſervance of that order, but when 
I had at length repreſented to him, what to me appeared of moſt importance, relating 
to the Premiſes, he declared himſelf very apprehenſive of the danger he was in, having 
never had any Commiſſion from the King of Syam for making War upon the Kings of 
Golcondab and wh ps or their Subjects; and that he had no other warrant for ſo doing, 
but bare word of mouth from the Lord Phaulkon, or which was of no more validity in 
Law, perhaps an approbation of taking that courſe in a private Letter, and that he did 
not like it, when his Lordſhip in September, laſt refuſed to grant him a Commiſſion, Ex 
poſt fatto, though he did ſo earneſtly deſire it, which he took for an argument , that his 
Lordſhip being apprehenſive of the of theſe Commotions , was reſolv'd, if pollible, to 
keep his own neck out of the Collar. And continued Mr. White to me , 'tis only for the 
diſcovery of ſuch over-ſights, and ſlips as might prove of dangerous conſequence, that I ſpoke 
to you to do what you have done, and as you have, primo limine , met that grand one , 
my want of a Commiſſion, our buſineſs muſt be to ſtudy ſome remedy for it. And now, 
fays he, what do you think beſt to do in this caſe? Upon which I replyed, that a que- 
ſtion of ſach moment, would require time for a deliberate and well digeſted anſwer; no 
fays he, but tell me your preſent thoughts of the matter. Then Sir, faid I, I know not 
at preſent what to adviſe you, other than, that if the Lord Phaulkon be ſincerely (as by 
the kind invitation you two days fince received from him to live with him at Syam , 
he pretends to be) your friend, and that you have acted nothing in relation to that War, 
but either what he was privy to before you did it, or approved it when done , or 
if once offended at you for it, hath ſince been throughly reconciled to you again; 
you, once more, notwithſtanding his former refuſal , plainly lay open to. him your over- 
ſight in not having a Commiſſion to att by, when you firſt undertook the concern, and 
that to obviate all prejudices that may at any time hereafter , for want of one, accrue 
to you from the pretences of your own Country-men, you do now requeſt that one may 
be granted you, with which he may , ifhe pleaſes, ſafely favour you, without any hazard 
of damage to himſelf. And in the interim , for as much as it will be ay or Tune be- 
fore any ſhip will be diſpatched from the Coaſt for Syam, I would adviſe you to lay alide 
the Pullicherry deſign, and fend the Dons Ship leden with Rice, as a preſent to the Go- 
vernour and Council at Madraſs for the relief of their Garriſon, where you hear there 
is at preſent a very ſharp Famine, which att would in my opinion ſo ſeaſonably take off 
the edge of their ill opinions concerning you , that in .all probability they may alter 
their minds, and totally deſiſt from either making any complaints againſt you at this 
Court, or ſummoning you hence. To the former propoſal, Mr. White replied, he knew 
the King would not now grant him one, and that the Lord Phaulkon would do no ſuch 
thing, without firſt acquainting his Majeſty, nor was he willing the Lord Phau/kon ſhould 
take any further alarm from the diſcovery of any fears in him, ſaying that it repented 
him very much that he had already acquainted him with ſo much of Mr. Nodens news, for, 
continued he, though he only, rother day invited me up to Court, I am afraid on that 
news, he will ſummon me up, but to prevent that, tl een make it my bulineſe ro con- 
tradi what I have written him concerning it, and ſo keep him as ſecure, and unacquain- 
ted with the matter as I can, leaſt I become the obje&t of his jealouſie; and fo be ſer- 
ved as I was the laſt year. To the ſecond he anſwered, that he could be glad with all 
his heart to ſtand fair in the opinions of the Madraſs Blades, at the coſt of three or four 
hundred Torns of Rice, but to ſend it at ſuch a junfture as this, when they were plotting 
and reſolving his prejudice, would look too like a peace of precariouſneſs, and fear of them ; 
and rather than do any thing that might expoſe him to ſuch thoughts among any of them, 
he would run the hazard of the worſt they could do to him, | 
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From this we paſt on to many other Inſtances, which ſem'd to be as well not juſtifiable 
to his Maſter the King, and his Friend the Lord Phaulken, as prejudicial ro the Enghſo Inte- 
reſt, and reflective on their Honour; in which I uſed all ſincerity and freedom to give him 
the truth of my Opinion, back't with the beſt Reaſons 1 had to confirm it ; ſome of which he 
was pleaſed to cenſure, as the produdt of too much timorouſneſs in his behalf, who was not 
wholly unacquainted with thoſe Sawvoes, which he reſerved as yet in his own Breaſt, for what- 
ſoever exigence, or emergency, but ſaid, he would in their proper ſeaſon communicate 
them to me, and for that time he told me he was very highly ſatisfied to find me deal fo 
_ and candidly with him, and that had been ſome, if not the major part of his unhap- 
pineſs, that he never, until he met with me, found one that had Courage enough to dif- 
approve to his face any one Enterprize, that ever he propos'd to attempt, or diſcover'd to 
them when he had effected, and ſays he, theres not a Man upon the place, that has the ap» 
prehenſion of a Gooſe ; here's Mr. Burneby is fit to converſe with no body, but his Crim. 
Carwall, and take delight in being the Town Pimp, and diſpoſing of all the Whores to any 
body that wants one, or keeps company with a parcel of Sailors, that over a Bowl of Punch, 
will lye worſhipping him up, till he thinks himſelf a Petty Prince among them, and in the 
mean time near minds the main chance, nay , he's ſo ſoft a fellow, as to let his own Ser- 
vapts cheat him to his face, and run away with the Perquiſites of his Office ; for I my ſelf 
have offered him Fifty Carrees a year, for that he never made Five Cartees of , ſince he came 
to the place, and to tell him a ſecret is the ſame thing, as to publiſh it about the Town with 
aDrum, or takea Woman into Council ; therefore ſince I intend to hide nothing from you, 
I expect your Secrecy, and not only give you the liberty, but enjoyn you on all occaſions, 
that may come under Debate, to deal plainly with me , and ſpeak your own ſenſe of things, 
and you ſhall be no loſer by it, for 1 foreſee there will be no ſmall buſtle, eſpecially ſince 
Mr. Yale, the mighty Man of Power at Madraſs, has been fo highly exaſperated about the 
Jewel Afair, and I am apt to think, diſguſted at me, becauſe I have alwayes declined a 
Correſpondence of Trade with him ; which no doubt he will, if he can revenge, (though I 
cannot apprehend how they ſhould have any Order ſo ſoon out of England) under the Maſque 
of the Companies Demands, for the wrongs they pretend to have received by his Lordſhips 
ill Condu&t ;, in which, ?tis impoſſible I ſhould eſcape ſcotfree, (for with him, and Robin Free- 
»14an together, the Devil will not be able to deal) unleſs I take ſome timely courſe to pre- 
vent falling in their Clutches ; and continued he, I have in view four ſeveral ways to keep 
out of their reach, which I would have you well conſider of, and in eight or four dayes 
time, give me your Opinion, which of them, (all things well weighed) ſeems to you moſt 
conducive to the ſecurity of my Intereſt, or Reputation, or both; and in the meari time, 
I my ſelf will make it my buſineſs to conſider them. 


I. Whether I ſhould accept of his Honours late Invitation to Syam, and ſo take that op- 
portunity to throw my {elf into the Kings protection , before the arrival of an Englſh 
Ship. 
Il. Whether I ſhould continue upon the place, and keeping the Lord Phaulkon and the Na- 
tives in ignorance and ſecurity, purchaſe my reconciliation to the Company , and Geatle- 
men on the other fide, by ſurrendry of the Port up to them. | 

111. Whether I ſhould apply my {elf to the fortifying of the place, which I could eaſily 
make tenable againſt any force, the Company can ſend, and fo defend it agamſt them. Or, 

1V. Whether I ſhould make all neceſlarie and ſpeedy proviſion to be gone hence for Ex- 
rope, ſome ſuch way as not to fall into the Companies Clutches. 


Having taken theſe Four Quzries in Writing for my Memorandum, according to bis own Ds- 
fate, verbatim, quoth Mr. White, give me your Anſwer , after you have well conſidered 
them, and ſo be lefi me- 
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The patching upof a Cargo for the Dons new ſhip to Pullicherry , which Mr. White now 
looking upon as his own, named the Adventure, and the preparing of Letters both for that 
Port and Madraſs, to go upon her, together with the endorſing of Muſters for Merchelapa- 
tam, and the Northern Paintings which the King had ordered the Shabander, and he recom- 
mended to Mr. Lucas to provide, the ſhip being to fail the Tenth of this Moneth by a prede- 
terminate reſolution of the Shabander, took up my time, until her departure. | 

In few days after her diſpatch, Mr. Tracyes unlookt for return with the Armenians ſmall 
Ship from Pullicherry , where the French would not give her entertainment, together with 
the freſh news of the Companies deſigns to break with the King of Syam, confirmed alſo 
Via Bengala, by a French Sloop, which arriv'd the ſame day with Tracy, and brought Mr. 
White a Parrling Letter from the Preſident and Council at Madraſs, Dated in April laſt, con- 
cerning his uſage of the black Merchants on their retucn from Pegs, but Mr. White, under 
ſuch apprehenſions, that nothing could ſcarcely pleaſe him, that was not precipitantly re- 
ſolv'd on ; whereupon delivering all his Letters to me, Here, ſays he, peruſe them - ye 
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ind the'£29t5ſ (as I alwayes ſuſpected) is ſnapt in the Bay, and *tis not for nothing, that I 
ſolokg' figce repented my giving him that unlimited Bill drawn on Mr. Zxcas, to ſupply him 
with'whatfoever he ſhould require, and to be ſure, the King will never allow it me back 
again, but more than all, the Gentlemen at Madraſs are reſoly'd to have a fling at me for 
whatl had ont of the Black Merchants; yet if they have nothing elſe to ſay to me, I fear 
them not: Agent Maſters came well enough off in a like caſe, and fo I hope | ſhall do : But 
I wonder, this Letter bearing date in April, they did not offer to meddle with Cropely, when 
he was at Madraſs in Zane following, and that they never complain'd of me to the Lord 
Phaulk#n, however, continued he, I have thought better of the Commiſſion you propoſed to 
me-to ſetid for, and would. haveyou draw me one up preſently, as authentickly as you can, 
in- the Names of the Governour and Council of the Province, whoſe Names and Titles you 
will find particularly, and at large exprefs'd, in that which his Honour gave out in Septem- 
ber laſt; to conſtitute the Coromoron, let its Date be ſometime in- Fannary, 168? , and its Te- 
nor t& warfant-and Authorize me, to iſſue out all Orders and Inſtrutions to Commanders, 
and other Officers of the King's Ships in the Engliſh Tongue, fign'd by my ſelf, conform to 
the Original Regiſter in the Rolls of this Province , kept in the Syam Language , and ſays 
he, when yon have done it, I'le fend it to Syam, for his Honours peruſal, and deſire him to 
remit it to'the Governour and Council here, with Orders for them to Tranſlate it into the 
Syam Language, andfign it, which will be ſafficient vindication for me, and may be done 
without/troabling the King about it;- to which I reply'd, Sir, Your Engliſh Orders being 
correſpondent with the Original Rolls of this Province, in the Syam Language, would in- 
deed prove 'your Commiſſion of ſufficient validity, to fave you harmleſs, at leaſt from any 
blame at this Court, but'there never having been any ſuch Rolls kept , nor the Governour , 
or Coney ever more privy to the JnſtruCtions, or Orders you have from time to time given 
out, thai is your Cook : How can you expect, though the Lord Phankkox ſhould fo order it, 
that theſe men, without firſt acquainting the Barcalong (which may be of dangerous conſe- 
quence'to both his Honogr, and your ſelf) will now be brought to ſign any ſuch Commiſſi- 
on, and'ſo'pull, they know not what miſchief on their own heads : Beſides, ſince that time, 
the Coromoron have been' new tnodelPd , and ſeveral men ſhifted , and if they ſhould do it, 
yet I do not apprehend, that ſuch 2 kind of ſecond hand Commiſſion , without apparent 
proof of their Power, and Deputation to grant it, could ſtand in any ſtead in the Courts of 
England. At this, Mr. White (with ſome anger contrary to his former promiſe) told me, I 
needed not trouble my ſelf with that, Draw up the Commiſſion, and he would take care of 
the reſt ; which acc6rdingly I then immediately did to his approbation , and when he had 
ordered Mr. 7ohn Turner to tranſcribe it fair over, cancelling the firſt Copy ; he returns the 
fair one to me, with orders to encloſe it in the Pacquet, which was preparing for Syam in 
two or three days, and to inſert a clauſe in his particular Letter to the Lord Phaulken con- 
cerning it. 

In'this Pacquet he was as good as his word, to contradict the news Mr. Nees brought , 
and he had (as he pretended) raſhly given an Account of to- his Lordſhip, alledging, that 
by his Advices from Pulicherry , os ger Martin had ungentilely, and no way ſu- 
table to the treatment their people found at this Court , refuſed the Saint Fehr, yet the 
true reaſon was not either his care of diſobliging the Englzſh, becauſe they proclaimed, or 
threatned-War with this Crown ; for'twas no ſuch thing, or his good inclinations to the 
King of Syamz, "or his Lordſhips faterelt; which made him not detainy what he had not ar 
pedtan ſtrength enongh to protect, but merely becauſe his Lordſhip had conſign'd- the 
Ship ſolely to his Son in Law , Mounfieur Des e3, without taking notice of him, who 
as he was General, took it for an affront, and that he had now receiv'd good aſſurances , 
that the reports of the Companies ſucceſſes in. Bergala; or intentions of fending any Ships 
hither, -or toSyam, were equally falſe, though 'twas true, the Company had broken ont in- 
toa War in the Bay, but had no better ſucceſs than (what commonly, as he ſaid , attends 
all their Enterprizes) to be forct out of their Fattories, and in a fair way to loſe all their 
footing there. | 

When theſe Letters were finiſhed, I put him in mind of the Commiſſion, ſippoſing he 
had forgot it, to which he anſwered no, and bad: me. keep it by: me, until he called 
for it, | |

to Mr. White, March 29th 1985. 


All the Reply Mr. White gave to this Paper at this time, putting it after he had read it 
into his Pocket, was, That he was going to Mary Leſlyes, and it ſhould not be long before he 
reſolved on ſomething or other. 

The next day he calls for me, and tells me , it muſt now be his whole buſineſs to get 
what Money he could into his hands, that he muſt now play at ſmall games, rather than ſtand 
out : He would take the French Mans Cargo off his hands, which amounted per Invoice to 
Four Thouſand Rupees, and give him Seven Thouſand for it, and he doubted not, but to 
doubte his Money in a few dayes time, for he would make the Merchants take it off his 
hands at his own Rates ; and beſides, thoſe that would have any Butter, or Oyl, ſhould take 
a proportion of Cloth off his hands, by which means he hoped to get rid of a great part of 


. the Rubbidge that lay by him : Toall which I had little to ſay. 


But after this his Diſcourſe, hapned a paſſage, which ſo far amazed me, that it put me 
by inquiring of him the reaſon of it, and 'twas thus. This day the Bexgalas Ship, (which 
formerly was called the Bom Succeſs, but now by him named the Reliance) being to fail 
for Atcheen with Rice, which ſhe was to unlade into the Derrea Dowler, and with all poſſible 
expedition return directly hither, with whatſoever Gold Captain Xſet, and Mr. Mallet ſhould 
have in readineſs, about cwo, or three hours before the Ship was to fail, he bids me fetch 


' the Commiſſion aforementioned, and in my preſence, making marks with a Pencil, where the 


Oyea, and the Coromocon ſhould fix their Seals over the writing (The Commiſſion being writ- 
ten length way, on a ſheet of large Paper, and begun about the lower half of the ſheet) 
he orders Lewis Lobo his Okone Tuzerken to carry it to the Coromecon for them, to affix each 
man his Seal, and tell them it was the diſpatch of the ZFengala Ship, according to an or- 
der from Syazr, which 1 knowing to be ſo palpable a falſehood, trembled to imagine, where- 
in this might iſſue, fully concluding that the requiring the Coromocon to affix the Seals of their 
reſpe&tive Offices, to ſuch a Paper, wherein nothing was written, that they were to under- 
ſtand, and yet any thing more might be written afterwards, above thoſe Seals in their own 
Language,' without their privity, was aclear argument of ſome dark deſigns in Mr. White, 


- and'that he never intended to acquaint his friend, the Lord Phawken with it. When the 


Tuzerken brought it back ſeal'das above directed, 'twas again committed to my keeping, un- 
til Mr. White ſhould call for it, which, purſuant to his orders, I took care to put up, but 
with more regret than I can expreſs, to find my ſelf alſo in ſome meaſure flurr'd, by being 
privy to ſo mean and diſingenuous an Aftion. | : 

The 23d of this Moneth Mr. Whyte calls me into his Lodging-Room, and tells me to this 
effeft, Mr. Davenport, 1 have conſidered your motion for my going to- Madraſs, but alas, 
thoſe Arguments you urge from the ſtopping of peoples mouths, are not of weight enough, 
£0 induce me to take that Courſe, nor do I know what you mean by that Maſs of Inconyeni- 
encies, which may inſve, upon my taking any other; if God fend me well to Europe, I ſhall 
have as fair play at the Law for my Money, as my Adverfaries ; and beſides, I have by the 
Dons Ship, Ya Pullicherry ordered, you know, the payment of Freeman: Debt, if he will be * 
content with the Principal, ſo that his Mouth will be ſtopt, and I know of no Debts that 
I am owing to any body elſe on that ſide, ſo that I expect the leſs Clamours to follow me to 
England : To which | reply'd, Sir, Methinks what you now ſay, ſhould be rather aninduce- 
ment to you togo to Maaraſs, for if Mr. Freeman be ſatisfied, and not your Enemy , ſince 
you value no body, but Mr: Yale and him, there may be fome hopesthat Mr. Yale may alſo 
be made in time your friend too; however, if Arguments drawn from the probability of 
enſuing inconveniency, are of no validity, | have only one more from the Conveniency 
that will attend your going now to-Madraſs, to offer to your conſideration , and fo leave it 

to your own Judgment, to determine. ; 
As you have deſigned to turn your China, and South Sea Adventures upon Clong, nay, making, 
your ſelf ſatisfaftion out of the King's effects, laden on your Ship tor Moco (though by you 
E muſt needs ſay, it will not look well, to leave the Two Hundred Cattees which the King 
ent 
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lent you unſatisfied) ſo. you may not only at Atcheen, in your way take the proceed of the 
Bengala ſhips Cargo, and your part of what laden on the Derrea Dowlet, but at Aadraſs 
your ſelf receive the produce of the oro ſhips Cargo, which, how well 'tis. worth your 
ſtaying for at the Coaſt, I need not tell yon; nay you will be there too before the re- 
turn of , the Vons ſhip from Pubicherry, and ſo may receive there the proceed of what's 
ſeat on her, whereas if you conclude upon going for Emrope from hence, and an Engliiſb 
man of War ſhould happen to come hither in the month of May, or June (as from Aa- 
draſs you know it may be done very well) I do not apprehend how you can well eſcape 
going with him thither, againſt your inclinations, and to your far greater prejudice than 
if you prevented their {ending you any Summons. 

Mr. White, with an extraordinay concernedneſs told me, that I talk'd like one that knew 
but the ſhel and outſide of things, and that if he was fare, going to Aadraſs would keep him 
from going to Hell, he would chooſe to be damned rather then go thither to be laugh'd 
at by Tale and Freeman, and, continued he, if ever a ſhip of the King of England comes 
to this Port, before I am gone, the Commander ſhall find me as civil to him, as he can 
be to me, but if once he comes to tell me that I muſt go with him, and pretends the 
Kings authority here, by the living God, Pll piſtol him with my own hands, and after- 
wards wipe my breech with his Commiſſion. 

Upon this I offered to withdraw, and was got into the next room, when he called me 
again ; come, ſays he, I talk what I would do if an Enghſh man of War ſhould find me 
here, , but you need not fear, but I'll be gone out of their way, time enough for Eu- 
rope, lam reſolv'd, and 1 think to Perſia, and ſo over Land will be the -beſt courſe, but 
whether that way, or by Sea, is time enough to pocince, when I am in a readineſs for 
either. As to the Meco ſhip, I'll fell her, and Cargo to any man for three Teko!s, 
and the Pullicherry ſhip for three more, for *tis impoſſible either of them ſhould eſcape, 
and®herefore 1 value them not a ſtraw. I am moſt concerned for Leſly, 1am afraid he'll 
be ſnapt upon the Coaſt, and he is the only man for my turn on this occaſion; for Cropley, 
I know is neither well affefted to me, nor fit for the buſineſs, becauſe of his Wife and 
Family, aud beſides whoever elſe, I ſhall for want of Leſly be forced to employ, yet I am 
ſo embaraſt with that Family, that I muſt of neceſſity carry my Afery (for fo he uſed al- 
ways to call Madam Leſly) and her young bantlings along with me, nor can I with ho- 
nour, well leave Mr. Ruſſel. Well but Sir, faid I, what will become of the Raja Mr: 
Burneby, will you leave him here expoſed to the fury of the Natives, or at beſt to the 
Kings pleaſure 3 God damn him, replyed Mr. White, I dare not truſt him with fecrer of ſach 
importance, I had as good publiſh it thorough the Town with a Gong, and beſides what tie 
am | under to take care of him, has not he eyes in his head to foreſee the danger, tet 
him ſhift for himſelf; yet I do not know, it may be when 1 am juſt ready to go, I may 
take him with me, and that is time enough to tell him, half a dozen filver Plates and 
Spoons, and a few cloths, with it may be fourty or fifty Cattees in Money makes up his bag- 
gage, I need not much fear his over-lading my ſhip. Thus he broke off at this time. 

The twenty ſixth of the month, 1687. he comes to me in the writing Room, and 


finding Mr. Twrner abſent, begins to this effect: The Mergen Frigat ſhall take in all the 


Tin, and I'll continue my pretence of ſending her on the Kings Errand to Perſia, with the 
Colwans, that fo the Country people may not take notice of my putting extraordinary Pro- 
vifions aboard her, and three or four days hence we will go and ſound all about the Iſlands 
to the Southward (as I was before deſigning, if you rememver): under pretence of viſiting 


the Fortifications at Nocklay ( not that there -are any ſach things as Fortifications there, 


capable to keep a Tyger from carrying a Buffalo out o f the compound, nor indeed is there 
any occaſion for any there) ſo under that colour | will make choice of a convenient place 
to hide the Ship in, until the Monſoon will permit my proceeding, and at our return from 
founding, I would have you draw up all the Garriſon, and Port . accounts, for I am reſolved 
to disband all the Soldiers, and diſcharge all: the Seamen, reſerving only ſuch in Pay as 
ſhall be fitteſt for my deſign, and for the more plauſible doing it, I would have you alſo 
draw up a Declaration to be put up at tmy Gate, and the Court of Guards, ſignifying the 
Kings pleaſure, reſpe&ing the ftating and Limitation of Foreigners wages, imployed in 
his Service for the future, which I would have you to ſtate according to the Bankoke mo- 
del, for that is ſo low, that I know they will disband themſelves, rather than accept it ; 
nor will the blame appear to them, to lie in me; Beſides, though whilft I had occaſion for 
men to do my turn, [ gave them extraordinary encouragement, yet that being ſerv'd, 1 will 
not be to ſeek for reaſons to fatisfie his honour with my disbanding the Soldiers, and 
if what I write to him about it will not prevent abroad-ſide of Scolding from him, I can 
bear it well enough, for before it can reach me, it will have loſt its force. The Sol- 
diers 1 know when once Disbanded, will ſoon diſperſe, and 1 fhall have the fewer obſer- 
vers of my preparations, and rather than they ſhould ſtay here to take notice of what 
I do, I will find a way underhand to encourage them to go up to Syam, and then give 
them Tarraes to paſs to Tenaſſery, but clap a ſtop upon their proceedings any further - 
which beſides the Convenience of being rid of fo many eyes, will fave an unneceſlary ex- 
pence to my ſelf, and: give mean opportunty (if there ſhould be any occaſion) to do my 
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buſineſs better with Natives, againſt whoſoever ſhall ariſe to oppoſe me in my eſcape, for 
after the ſhip is once hid amangſt the Iſlands, which the Natives ſhall not know where ſhe 
is, 1 will always keep the Barge and Sloope Robin in readineſs before my door, and a dozen 
of Country Boats, divided into four Squadrons, continually out upon the ſcout, and fo 
whenſoever an Engliſh Man of War comes in ſight, I will fet fire of the Town, and 
immediately repair to my ſhip, where I will give them leave to find me out, if they can, 
for they had as good look for a Needle ina Bottle of Hay, as for me, if I get bat two days 
ſtart before them. In the mean time before we go a ſounding, 1 would have you pack in 
the new Cheſts now made, every thing of value in my Houſe, and numbering the Cheſts, take 
anexat Invoice of every thing, valuing it at the real worth in this place, that ſo I may 
know both what I have, and where to look for it, upon any occaſion, or if any unexpetted 
accident ſhonld happen, the Invoice one time or other may ſtand me in ſome ſtead : 
which I anſwered ſhould be done, but I deſired he would pleaſe to be preſent at the pack- 
ing, and rating of them, for his better ſatisfaftion, he ſaid he would be the next day at lei- 
ſure to go about it. 

The next day, being Eaſter-day was improper for any buſineſs of ſuch a nature; and 
Mr, White making a noble Entertainment for all the Exropeans on the ſhoar, was very liberal 
to all his immediate Servants, both White and Black, from the higheſt to the loweſt ; to 
me in particular he gave two pieces of Silk very rich, telling me at the ſame time, that 
he deſigned a more conſiderable Token of his kindneſs for me in a ſhort while, and that 
he gave me that only in courſe, becauſe he was minded to give all his Servants ſomewhat 
on that Feſtival, which he ſaid he had deſigned to have done on the fifth of the month, his 
Birth day, had he not forgotten it. 

.On Munday' the twenty eighth, he aSked me if I was ready to go about packing of his 
Goods, as he had ſpoke to me on Saturday, telling me that from Nocklay he was intended 
to go to Tenaſſery, and thence to the hot waters, and in his way call the Serpacones t® ac- 
count, what they had done in examining all the Gardens, and fruit Trees, and that he hop'd 
to get a hundred and fifty or two hundred Cartees out of the Garden Rents ; yet before 
he went for Europe, however he would turn all the | remains of his Salt that lay at Te- 
naſſery upon the ſueng at eight Tales per Quoyen, which was two Tales per Onoyen leſs 
then the Kings price in the Articles ; and ſays he, I will make the Coromecon do it, by 


diſtributing it among the Queans and Nayes, ſo that I ſhall have little, or no trouble, 


nor ſhall they now but the Salt is the Kings, fo I ſhall receive all my Money at a lum 
from Opra Balat, for they dare as well be damn'd as refuſe to take it, when 'tis to raiſe 
Money for defraying the Garriſon, and Port charges, and if it cannot be all colle&ted 
before I Disband the Soldiers, yet it will be ſecure enough, when once Opra Balar becomes 
obliged to get it in, and I ſhall have money enough otherways to pay off the Soldiers at my 
return from Tenaſſery. | 

After this diſcourſe, obſerving me to look ſomewhat dejectedly, quoth Mr. White to me ; 
Mr. Davenport what's the matter with you, are you not well? 1 RE yes, God be 
thanked, 1 was very well in health: I perceive, ſays he, then you are diſlatisfied in your 
mind at ſomething or other : pray be plain with me, and tell me what it is? To which 
I replyed, Sir, ?tis very true, I am much diffatisfied, both in reſpect of you and my elf, 
in reſpect of my ſelf, becauſe as you have 'been always kind to mey ſo my circumſtances 
are ſach, that Icannot manifeſts my Obligation to you in ſuch a manner as I plainly fore- 
ſe, your occaſions will require, and perhaps you may expect from me, without my extreme 
prejudice on many ſcores, the main ones are theſe. If I go with you for Europe, and you 
ſhould have the good fortune to eſcape Interception, I ſhall leave my concerns in the Bay, 
at ſuch uncertainties, and expoſe my ſelf ſo much to the cenſure of all our Country-men 
in India, who are many of them, but too apt to put the worſt Conſtruftion upon every 
perſons proceedings, that hath been but once unfortunate, that I much queſtion, whether 
on my return to theſe parts again, I ſhould be ever able to retrieve my Reputation, 
and if I continue with you in the ſphere I now move, untill your departure hence, and 
then ſtay behind you, what can I expect but to be expoſed, if not to the rage and fury 
of the Natives, yet to the Kings and your Friend, the Lord Phaulkens indignation, as ha- 
ving been privy to your deſign'd eſcape, and laſtly if any Kings ſhip ſhould arrive before 
you are gone hence, and you continue in the mind to oppoſe or cut them off that come 
upon her, how can I, preſerving my Allegiance unblemiſhed, concur with you in fo dan- 
gerous an attempt. Now in reſpect of your ſelf I am diſlatisfied, becauſe I am apprehen- 
ſive the courſe you have reſolved on will not prove ſo conducive to your aims, nor Period 
in ſo ſatisfactory an iſſue, as I believe you propoſe to your ſelf - Wherefore I deſire you 
would pleaſe to diſcharge me your Service, that ſo I may live unconcerned, untill ſome 


- opportunity preſents of going hence z npon which he told me that ſooner than detain me, 


in his Service againſt my will, he would not only diſmiſs me but give me a ſmall Sloopto 
carry meto Bengala, or whitherſoever:I would go; But I muſt have patience untill he had 
got his ſhip ſecured out of the way. I then deſired him to permit me forthwith to ſur- 
render up my charge of the Caſh, alledging that I met with ſo many Avocations from his 
other bulineſs, by being obliged to attend every fellow that came to pay in, or receive ne- 

ver 


- - 
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yer fo ſmall a ſim, that 'twas a great trouble to me, whereupon he immediately. aftet 
peruſal of the Caſh-Book, and comparing it with his own Notes, my Receipts, and the 
Caſh then inſtock, under writ the Account accepted, and delivered both the Caſh and Caſh 
Book to Mr. John Turner's cuſtody and care. TY 

This afrernoon we packt up all his Plate (except a little for daily uſe) Rich Silks, Jew+ 
els, Sea-Books, and inſtruments, &c. as. we were about it, he voluntarily began a diſcourſe 
to. me, to this purpoſe, that he did not forget the promiſe that he had made to me of 
one thouſand Rupees extraordinary, beſides all my Wages, and that if I would but continue 
with him,and goes only to #erſia, he would give me the Sloop Kobin(for he ſhould go in Com- 
pany to Buſſora) freely, and not only fo, but I ſhould find him a great deal berter to me 
then all this : To which I replyed; 1 did not doubt his making good his promiſe in the 
leaſt, and I hoped he was well fatisfied with the Reaſons I had given him before Dinner of 
my unwillingneſs to proceed with him, either for Exrope, or any whither elſe, except for 
Madraſs, for things now being likely to tall out unſutable to my former expectations, he 
could not well blame me, if I deſired to be at my own liberty, and live retifed; though 
perhaps it might not prove ſo much to my advantage, as to be in conſtant pay, and that 
however, [I would never be backward in any friendly aſſiſtance, he might deſire from me, 
only preſerving my ſelf free from interfering with the deſigns he had entred into, relating 
to his removal hence ; He then told me, that [ ſhould be at my own choice, and at my liber- 
ty to leave him, when 1 pleaſed, and all that he deſired of me, was to accompany him to 
Tenafſery, and help to ſettle his particular Accounts with the Merchants. To this I free- 
ly conſented. 

On Tueſday the twenty ninth, he orders me once more to bring him the Commiſſion, 
which the Coromocon,as already ſaid, had ſealed, and ſending for his Okonta, with another Sy+ 
animer (an Eſcrivan, whom to my knowledge, I had never ſeen before) into the writing Cham- 
ber, Mr. White ſhuts the door, and diftating to the Okontz in Moors the contents of the 
Commiſſion, he orders him to interpret it into the Syam Language to the Eſcrivan, and 
bid him write it firſt in a Bapore, and afterwards fair over on. the ſame. paper, above the 
Seals, and the Engliſh writing, Mr. White himſelf Ruling the lines with a Lead Pencil, 
at ſuch diſtance as he thought convenient to contain what the Fellow was to write. The 
Okonta when he ſaw what was to be done, fell a trembling, and looking moſt wretchedly, 
which Mr. White perceiving, ask*d him what was the matter ? The man replied, he was 
afraid if the Coromocon ſhould come to know it, he muſt certainly loſe his head. Mr. 
White calling him a parcel of foul names, ask'd how he durſt pretend to ſcruple any. 
thing he bad him do ; but withal told him he needed not fear, that Paper was not to be 
ſhown to any body in this Country, but was to be ſent to Exrope, whereupon the Okonts 
and Eſcrivan went on with their work; and the Commiſſion being thus finiſhed; and the 
Names of the Oyea, and alſo the Coromocon (except Mr.Burnebys, for he had not been requi- 
red to affix his Seal, nor did Mr. Whie think fit he ſhould know of it ) written by the 
fame Eſcrivan in the Syam Language, cloſe to each mans reſpeQive Seal- Mr. White deſi- 
red me and Mr. Turner to atteſt the Engliſh writing to be a true Copy.of the Original Com- 
miſſion in Syam, inſtead whereof, I underwrote theſe words. The Shabander Okonts in Mer- 
gen, hath this twenty ninth day of March, 1687. declared what is above written in the 
Syam Language to contain the true ſenſe and meaning of the ſubjoyn'd Enmgisſh Writingy 

itneſs our hands.

At which Mr. White frowned, and ſaid, I might have been plainer in my. Atteſtation, 
but however he gave it me to put in one of the new Cheſts above mentioned, which I ac- 


cordingly did. 
8PRIL L, 1687: 


The firſt of this month, Mr. White began his progreſs towards Nocklay, in company with 
the Oyea, and the Coromecon, and himſelf attended with Mr. Burneby, Mr. Thredder, Don 
Joſeph, and Captain Cropiey in his Gambdia Boat, no man knowing his private deſign, but 
my ſelf, who went with only Mr. Tr:iggs in the Shabanders Pinnace, from whom 1 alſo 
concealed it, pretending only to heave the Lead now and then for my own curioſity: Cap- 
tain Cropley alſo had a Lead in the Shabanders Boat, which I put into his mind to carry, 
pretending according to Mr. Whites orders to me, that I thought't would bea good oppor- 
tunity to acquaint our ſelves with the Chapnels among the Iſlands, which few or no Engl:ſb 
men ever made it their buſinefs tro ſearch.ont, and mighrt-one time or other ſtand a man in 
fome ſtead, if he ſhould happea to fall into the Southward of 1a Grande. | ; 

At four days end, I having caſt my eye upon a very convenient place for the purpoſe, 
and giving Mr. White privately an account ot it, he preſently goes himſelf to view it, I fol- 
lowing ia the Barge, and then finding the inconvenience of ſo much company, on ſuch a 


delign, return'd tro Mergen, and the next day being the _ inſtant, after about two hours 
fog 
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ſtay at his own houſe, he took his journey to Tenaſſery, where my time was taken up in ad- 
juſting. Mr. Whites Accounts with the Merchants, he in the mean time proſecuting his bu- 
finefs, of raiſing what Money poſſibly he could, as he had before projected. 

Now during our ſtay here, the Lading of ſo much Tin and Goods, and proviſions on 
Board the Merger Frigat at Mergen, it ſeems had not done ſo privately but the Natives 
and 44oors had taken notice of it, it being unuſual to ſhip ſo late in the year, when they 
could' not expect to go to Sea, This had occaſioned ſeveral Rumours, and conjectures 
among the people, and at length one of the Shabanders Spys brings him word that one 
Nanzula a Atoor, and Merchant in Tenaſſery had reported thar this lading of the ſhip at this 
time of the year could never be for any good deſign, and 'twas ten to one if the Shabander 
had not a mind to pack up his Aules and' be gone, when every body leaſt thought of ir. 
Mr. White to prevent the ſpreading of any ſuch dangerous report,immediately ſends for this 
Merchant, and in great paſlion taxt him with it, The man denyed it, but that would not 
do z. Mr.-White orders him to be firſt ſeverely whipt with Ratrens, and thenclapt in Irons, and 
lead through the Buzzar into the Common Gaol, there to lie four days, moſt of the eminent 
Merchants 1n "Town 1nterceded for him, but could not prevail. This action created great 
animoſity, and heart burnings amongſt them ; but Mr. White valucd it not, thinking it the 
beſt; way thus to ſtop all their mouths for the future. . 

The fourteenth inſtant we weat up to the hot Waters, and had good divertitenicat i: 
the Natives Fiſhing and Hunting, though Mr. White had the beſt in ſcrewing out of the 


_ Sereacons tor the Garden Rents in that River, to the Amount of one hundred twenty {ix 


Cattees of Silver. 

The ewenty third we returned to Mergen, where Captain Leſly arrived the ſame day, 
to Mr. White's great fatisfattion, for though he had ordered him to ſtay Cruiling untill the 
firſt of day, and then go to Pullicherry, before he was to come hither, yet the Saint Fehns 
Bengala news about Engliſh, had made him often wiſh Leſly here ſooner. 

_ Captain Leſlys arrival put all things upon the ſpur,there was no time to be loſt. The Mer- 
ger Frigat is preſently unladen, unrigg'd, and ordered to go. up to Tenafſery, with the 

ing.of Syam's Colours, as his ſhip (for Mr. White. had been accuſtomed at the cloſe of each 
years-Books, to charge her and the Phaulkon to the Kings account, and afterwards to call 
thets his own again) but the Reſolution and Kobjx Sloop, which were really the Kings, 
he thought propereſt for the Deſign he 'had in hand, and fo called them, his own, appoint- 
ing them hence forward to wear Engliſh Colours in Harbour. Leſly brings news the Mary 
ſloop ' was taken by Captain Batten out of : Pullicherry Road, and carried to AMadraſs. 
The -Frexch write word of it, and remitt by him a Copy of a Proteſt, which they had 
fent to Hadraſs concerning her ; what further private account Leſly gave Mr. White of 
the ſtate of Afﬀairs at 'the Coaſt, 1 know not, but he is now the chief man in favour, 
and Mr. White all in a flame to be gone, he now preſently gives out to the Syammers, that 
he had received orders (which was no ſuch thing) from Court to fit, and keep in a fai- 
ling poſture the beſt Frigat the King had, which he faid was the Reſolution, who was to 
wear Engliſh Colours, and wait the Kings pleafure, for. her diſpatch at an hours warning, 
whither and whenſoever his Majeſty pleafed, and therefore required the Coromecor, to order 
with all expedition poſſible, a ſupply of whatſoever he ſhould find neceſſary for the Com- 
plete Victualling-of her with Rice, Cattle, Hogs, or any other, Proviſions, that his Pur- 
veyor could in ſo ſhort a time get in readineſs, and to that end he would give them out 
his Tarraes to take all manner 'of Proviſion whereſoever it could be found, at the Kings 
price. In this diſtraftion, and hurry were all things. When 

On the twenty eighth of the month diſcourſing with me his over-land deſign, and com- 
plaining, that nothing did ſo much prejudice his undertaking, as the great dilappoinatment 
1n- miſſing his Moco ſhip, ſince if ſhe ſhould happen to return hither. ſafe, ſhe would fall into 
the hands of either the Erg/:i(h, that would lie before the Port, or the Syammers, ſo that he 
ſhould never be- one farthing the better, for what ſhe brought hither, unleſs he could have 
ſtayed upon the place until September had bcen over, nor yet could he have the ſatisfattion to 
know whether ſhe had put a ſhoar the 200G0 X&y. #. as he had ordered at Pullicherry. I took 
npon me to tell him, that 1did verily believe, andcould not perſwade my felt to be of any o- 
ther opinion, then that we ſhould ſee ſhips here from Madraſs before Auguſt. To which he 
replyed, himſelf fear'd it was too true, for Captain Lefly had given hum a very unwelcome 
Account, how matters ſtoud. 

At this word, he flew out and ſwore, But God damn him he cared not much, he would make 
fools of one hundred of the King of England's Captains, ſaying moreovyer to the ſame purpole 
asonce before he had ſaid, That if any of them did come hither, belore he could get away, 
ſolong as they were civil, he would be civil to them, but if ever a Kings Captain, or Lieu- 
tenant of them all ſhould come a ſhoar and tell him, that he mult go to 4aaraſs, and 
ſhould pretend a power to force him thither, he would be the man that would Piſtol him 
upon the place, with his own hands, and wipe his Arſe with his Kings Commiſſion, when he 

had done, that he covld ſoon find ways to diſpatch them, and all that belonged to them, 
adding withal, what a Plaguedoſt thinkI'm to be ſcar'd, with the ſight of the Kings Flag 


4t a Boats Bow? No,-continued he, with an horrid Oath, I know better things, 11ook "= 
the 
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tne beſt Commiſſion any man has, that comes out on tlie Companies concerns, .no better than 
if I had ſtood by, and ſeen them that bring it, make it under a hedge: However, if I caft 
get away, I will, and if 1 cannot, whole ſoevers lot it is to find me here, they ſhall find Mer- 
gen the hotreſt place, that ever they came againſt in their lives, as ſimply as'tis fortified, for 
{ am reſolved never to go to Madraſs, if there come Ten Sail of Men of War to fetch me, 
and if it does come to that paſs, that Iam intercepted in my deſign, Vie defend the place 
as long as 'tis poſſible, with the Natives, and when I can hold 1t no longer, Fle burn it 
down, and go to Syam by the Light on't, and ſee who will fetch me thence. 

1 then replying, Sir, Iam heartily ſorry to hear this, and I would fain hope, that you 
ſpeak not as you mean 3 2t this Mr. White was tranſported into a great paſſion , and faid , 
God damn thee, | ſee nothing will work with thee ; and lince I ſee thou art ſtill refolved to 
prefer hugging thy own fears and jeatoulies, before either thy own advantage, or any incli- 
nation to my intereſt, and art ſo unwilling to ſtick by me , when 1 have moſt occalion for 
thee, en get thee down ſtairs out of my Houſe, and never come near me more, but if ever 
I hear a word out of thy mouth about my buſineſs, By the Eternal God, Te cut thy Tongue out. 

I immediately withdrew, and went down to my own Room, not thinking it-convenient 
preſently to go abroad, leſt his Rage might tranſport him into a jealous conceit, that I was 
gone to prattle of his paſſionate humour, which though I thought, had it been in another - 
place, I had been bound in duty todeclare his threatning expreſſions in contempt of his Majeſty 
of England's Authority to ſome Magiſtrates, yet to ſpeak of it to any body here , where 
himſelf was abſolute, would be an indiſcretion, little inferiour to Mr. Whites. 

Wherefore I continned ſtill in my Room, and went not up to Dinner, but about Three in 
the Afternoon being told that Mr. White had taken his reſt, and was now in a calm poſture. 
I ſent my Chriſtian Servant one Lazarm Gomez up to Mr. White , with this following Paper. 


Mr. Samuel White, | 

IR, That this morning I happen'd by the unſeaſonable declaration of my opinion 

to hazard your diſpleaſure ; | can't but acknowledge a great indiſcretion, - but 1 hope 
you will not cenſure it an unpardonable preſumption, at leaſt if you pleaſe to call ro mind 
that plainneſs and ſincerity, which you have fo often, not only expreſſed your felf highly 
ſatisfied with, but charg'd me to continue in the whole courſe of- your ſervice; and if by 
the over officious diſcharge of my Duty, and obſervance of your repeated: Injun&tions, I 
have offended, I have the lefs reaſon to trouble you with any formal Apology, but ſince 
you are return'd from Tenafſery, and your Afﬀirs in the poſture which your ſelf propo- 
ſed to have them in before [left you. I now humbly requeſt the friendly performance 
of your promiſe, which was, that 1 ſhould be at liberty to withdraw from your employ- 
ment, and live retir'd from all publick buſineſs. My reaſons for this requeſt | have ſo fre- 
quently and fully diſcours't you, that to repeat them now , would be altogether need- 
leſs: I make choice of this way of addreſſing my ſelf ro yon, partly to avoid any further 
occaſion of offence, and if poſlible, ro procure a friendly parting, that ſo the World may 
not take notice of any jarrings, to the prejudice of either of us, but chiefly to aſſure you 
under my hand, Thatas I prefer my Allegiance to my Prince, and the Duty 1 owe my 
own Country to all private advantages, ſo no lefs a conſiderdtion, than a hazard there- 
of, could have made me, ever ſince Mr. Nodens arrival at this Port, fo folicitous to have 
declin'd your ſervice, but however you will do me but right, to believe that I ſhall, not- 
withſtanding my diſmiſion, continue as true to your ſecrets , relating to theſe people 
as your ſelf can deſire, and as becomes one who hath been accuſtomed to delight him-' 
* {elf in being juſtly eſteemed. |

My Servant on his return told me the Shabander had read my Note, and would ſpeak 
with me, when I came up to-him, what ſays he, Mr. Davenport, then you have no mind to 
ſtay with me. Sir, I reply'd,-if I have not, I hope you are fatisfied in my reafons' for it, 
why ſays he, youdcem by the tenderneſs, and care of your ; Allegiance ,” to fyfpe&t that I 
than*t be gone, before a Man of War meers with me, well I will not go about to convince 
you of a miſtake, as to your own Intereſt I find you to be in love with, but if you will 
needs go, I will not detain you, only I would have you make good the concluſive part of 
this your Paper ; you know my Concerns, and your diſcourfing them, may do me a diſ- 
kindnels, but I have no reaſon to ſuſpect you in that particular ; you may come when you 
wilt for your Money, and you ſhall have it ; nor will | forget my promiſe, or be work than 
my word to you, though *tis too late for you to go now to Benzala, | hope you'l come now 
and then, and fre us. YesSir, ſaid I, and ſerve you too, in any matter that 1 can , with- 
out apparent prejudice to my felt ; you fay very well, faid the Shabander, and you ſhall 
not find me backward in any kindneſs I can do you: So he drank to me in a Glaſs of Bran- 
dy, I pledg*d him, and fo took my leave. Before I was got down ſtairs, he called me 
again z fays he, Mr. Davenport, Whither do you intend to remove ? Sir faid I, I donot yer 
know, but I think to Captain Cropeleys : Prav tell Cropely, ſayes Mr. White , 1 would have _ 

him 
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him come to me in the morning, and receive the Money I borrowed of him laſt Moneth, fot 
Ple ſend him, and his Family up to Teraſſary, but don't you tell him any thing of that, 
till | ſpeak to him my ſelf; not 1'Sir, quoth I, but if he removes to Tenaſſery, it will be a 
very good prertence for me to go along with him, under colour of going again to the hot 
Waters, for my healths ſake : Ay, ſayes Mr. Whzre, ſo it will 2 Thus we parted immediately 
that Evening, removing all my things from Mr. Whites Houſe, to Captain Cropeleys. 

The next day Captain Gropely going to attend the Shabander, Mr. White paid him thirty Cat- 
tees, which, on occaſion of paying for Mounſieur Caroons Cargo, Cropely had lent him, and then 
tells him he muſt forthwith remove his Family to Tenaſeery, pretending he did not know how 
ſoon Ships might arrive here, and if there ſhould happen any diſturbance in the Town , 
'twould be inconvenient to have his Family here, who might be frighted, and it may be 
worſe uſed. Cropely on his recurn told me what had paſſed, and that though he knew very 
well 'twas for another reaſon, and not the care of his Family, or their ſafety, that made 
Mr. White order him to remove them to Tenaſſery, yet he would do it, leſt Mr. White 
ſhould take occaſion to do him ſome miſchief if he ſtay'd, for he had rold him, thar if any 
Enemy came againſt the place, himſelf, if he couid not maintain againſt them, would burn 
the Town down to the ground. 

This Evening Edward T uttie came to ſee us, and told us the Shabander had ordered him, 
and his Family up to Tenaſſery, and had no more diſcretion, than to tell Cropely, that his 
buſineſs there, was to give the Shabander from time to time an Account how the Moors and 
Natives cenſured the preparations he was making to get the Ship Reſolution into a ſailing 
poſture, and whether he could learn out of any of them, that they had any ſuſpicion of his 
mtentions to leave the place, or any thing elſe, that he thought might tend to the Shabar* 
ders prejudice, not to fail of giving timely notices. 

| M AT 1687. 

The Ninth this Moneth, all the Soldiers and Seamen (except thoſe employed on the Ship 
Reſolution, and Sloop Robin) were disbanded and diſcharged, and the Soldiers the next day 
poſted away to Tenaſſery, with promiſe of paſſage to Syam, at the Kings Charge, but when 
they came to Tenafſery, they were there ſtopt, and not ſuffered either to proceed, or return, 
on pretence of waiting for the Kings order. 

This Moneth the Sloop Phaxtken returned from the Nicobarrs, and the Dons new ſhip from 
Pullicherry, where the French would not entertain her, and both of them were immediately 
unrigg'd and ſent up with the King of Syams Colours to Tenafery, though the latter far dit- 
ferent from Mr. Whites Solemn promiſes to the contrary, or the Dons expeCtations. 

1 he Fourteenth this Moneth, the Ship Reſolution being richly and deep laden, and provi- 
ded (by computation) which Eighteen Moneths Proviſions for Forty Men, weighed Anchor, 


and drove down (without any Sails to the yards) oppoſite to the great Fort, where ſhe 


rode two dayes, but did not moor. After two days ſtay there, commonly every other Night, 
thoſe on board according to order, tript ſilently the Anchor, and let the Ship drive as low 
as they thought convenient, it may ; mile, more or leſsin a Night, alwayes pretending the 
next morning that the Ships Anchor came home, and would not ride her ; this was praCtifed, 
until by degrees the Ship had drove out of reach of the great Fort Guns, and down fo near 
the Barr, that at any time in the Night, with the firſt of the Ebb ſhe might drive over 
the Barr. 

The day appointed (as Mr. Burneby afterwards declared for her going to hide among the 
Iſlands) was to have been the 26th of the Moneth ; but it pleaſed God to diſappoint Mr. 


White in the very height of his expectations ; as to that —_ » by the coming up to 


Town on the 234d Inſtant, towards Evening, of an Engl:b Yawle, which brought news of 


an Engliſh Man of War, being arriv'd near the Port. EE 

This ſurprizing news put Mr. White upon his former reſolves of deferding the place, and 
accordingly he iſſues out his Tarraes to ſummon all the Men in the adjacent Aideas from 
Fifteen to Fifty years, to repair immediately into Mergen , on penalty of incurring the 
King of Syams high diſpleaſure for their neglect, to work upon the Fortifications, and Man 
the Giliars and G allies, as occaſiion ſhould require : The next day, ſome Thoufands of the 
neareſt Inhabitants flockt into the Town , whom Mr. White employ'd m building a great 
Battery cloſe to the River-lide, and planting in it Fifteen great Guns, and making other 
preparations for defence. Having the aſſiſtance of ſuch vaſt numbers of Men, Mr. White 
himſelf attending the work on the 24th, 25th, aid 26th of June, in the Night time, that 
Battery was finiſhed in Three Days and Nights. 

On the 26th, Captain Anthony Weltden arrived' over the Barr, and what paſt from that 
time, until the 14h of July, the day of fatal Cataſtrophe, of ſo many of our Country- 


. men, will be beſt diſcovered by the diſtin Narrative of his management of Afairs in that 


Expedition. To which refer
